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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  was  organized  this  year  as  follows:  Roland 
N.  Seguin,  Chairman  and  Veterans’  Agent;  Walter  Silveira,  Clerk,  and 
Everett  J.  Macomber,  Jr. 

Vigorous  efforts  were  made  during  1982  to  continue  all  services, 
while  keeping  costs  at  a minimum.  Proposition  2V2  has  worked  in 
Fairhaven  because  all  departments  showed  caution  and  concern  in  the 
preparation  of  their  budgets.  Proof  of  this  in  keeping  within  the  re- 
quired 2V2  has  been  no  lay-offs  of  personnel  and  we  have  not  curtailed 
services  to  our  residents.  Our  financial  rating  continues  to  show  eco- 
nomic strength  as  we  have  once  again  retained  the  Moody  Investment’s 
“A”  rating. 

With  an  eye  toward  improvement  of  our  Police  Department,  and  with 
emphasis  again  on  saving  money  by  eliminating  time  and  a half  for  re- 
placements during  vacations  or  sick  leave,  four  new  policemen  were 
added  to  the  force. 

Through  diligence,  concerted  patience  and  determined  investigation, 
our  Police  Department  was  involved  in  one  of  the  area’s  largest  marijuana 
seizures.  The  town’s  gratitude  goes  out  to  all  men  involved.  We  are 
working  to  obtain  reimbursement  for  the  costs  involved  with  this  opera- 
tion. 

The  replacement  of  the  New  Bedford-Fairhaven  Bridge  has  received 
maximum  attention  by  all  community  leaders.  Countless  hours  of  con- 
ferences, meetings  and  discussions  have  been  held.  Replacement  is  a 
vital  link  to  our  communities  and  to  the  economic  development  of  the 
Greater  New  Bedford  area. 

Working  in  conjunction  with  the  City  of  New  Bedford  and  other  area 
towns,  Fairhaven  participated  in  the  “Golden  Connection”.  A group 
of  public  officials  including  our  Chairman,  journeyed  to  San  Diego, 
California  to  present  a very-well  prepared  documentary  for  presentation 
to  various  computer  technology  firms  as  an  all-out  quest  to  have  the  area 
recognized  as  an  excellent  potential  for  high  technology  business. 

The  largest  development  in  Fairhaven’s  tax  structure  commenced  at 
the  former  A.T.  & T.  building.  The  195  Corporation  opened  the  largest 
and  most  sophisticated  telephone  computer  data  center  in  the  country. 

Completion  of  Dana  Court  gave  Fairhaven  another  50  units  of  elderly 
housing.  We  commend  the  Fairhaven  Housing  Authority  for  their 
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outstanding  management  and  development  of  the  elderly  housing  pro- 
jects. 

Our  CARD  (Community  Area  Revitalization  District)  program  got  a 
boost  with  the  approval  of  a Small  Cities  Block  Grant  in  the  amount  of 
$375,000  for  infrastructrual  repairs  in  the  center.  Our  Town  Planner, 
“Nick”  Tangney  with  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  Super- 
intendent “Jeff”  Osuch  and  SRPEDD  worked  diligently  on  this  first  step 
toward  revitalization  of  the  center  and  waterfront  district. 

Because  of  excessive  costs  in  refuse  disposal  as  recommended  by  the 
Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District,  Town  Meeting 
voted  to  withdraw  from  the  District.  It  is  expected  that  waste-to-energy 
programs  eventually  will  be  required  for  regional  refuse  disposal  with  a 
more  realistic  cost  for  this  service. 

Additional  responsibility  for  Civil  Service  has  been  imposed  on  the 
community.  Our  Town  Planner  has  once  again  come  to  our  rescue  and 
has  accepted  the  appointment  as  our  Labor  Service  Director  and  is  now 
handling  the  complete  Labor  Service  hiring.  After  several  training  ses- 
sions, the  program  is  running  very  smoothly  with  a minimal  cost  for 
supplies  and  clerical  assistance.  Cooperation  has  been  the  key  with  em- 
ployees assuming  additional  tasks  at  no  additional  compensation. 

On  a lighter  note  and  one  that  brings  us  tremendous  pride;  through 
the  efforts  of  Dr.  Tadashi  Kikuoka,  Director  of  Japanese  Studies  at 
Seton  Hall  University,  the  town  was  recipient  of  a Samurai  sword  to  re- 
place the  one  stolen  a few  years  ago.  The  sword  is  carefully  locked  in 
the  Rogers  room  at  the  Millicent  Library.  The  June  12th  presentation 
and  celebration  was  very  cordially  received  by  our  residents. 

An  I.B.M.  computer  system  servicing  all  town  departments  was  in- 
stalled and  within  the  next  few  months,  it  is  expected  that  all  functions 
will  be  operational.  This  should  provide  the  town  department  heads 
with  much-needed  additional  information. 

Some  of  the  other  accomplishments  in  1982  were  the  following: 

1.  Acquisition  of  a portion  of  the  Dana  Farm  property  to 
eventually  alleviate  a major  drainage  problem. 

2.  The  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  the  preservation  of 
the  Town  Hall. 

3.  Repairs  to  Union  Wharf  are  going  forward. 

4.  Continued  repairs  and  renovations  to  the  Malcom  M. 

Cummings  Senior  Citizen  Center. 
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5.  Upgrading  replacement  values  under  the  town’s 
insurance  program  for  all  town  buildings  and  contents. 

6.  Money  voted  for  an  engineering  survey  of  the  West 
Island  sewer  and  water  needs. 

Each  succeeding  year  proves  to  be  busier  than  the  last  and  because 
government  is  becoming  more  and  more  complex,  this  continues  to  hold 
true.  With  the  continued  dedication  and  cooperation  of  all  department 
heads  and  town  employees,  we  will  strive  to  provide  our  residents  with 
the  greatest  amount  of  service  possible.  Service  to  the  public  is  our  only 
goal!

The  Fairhaven  Board  of  Public  Works  wishes  to  thank  all  the  em- 
ployees in  the  departments  for  their  cooperation  and  dedication  during 
the  last  year.  The  Board  especially  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Frank  Barcellos, 
who  retired  as  Park  Foreman,  after  20  years  as  a dedicated  Town  em- 
ployee. 

During  1982  three  major  achievements  were  realized  in  the  Public 
Works  field.  Town  Meeting  voted  to  construct  a new  Public  Works 
Complex  to  house  the  Highway,  Park,  Sewer,  Water  and  Office  person- 
nel and  equipment  in  one  area.  This  new  building  located  on  Arsene 
Street,  across  from  the  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant,  is  presently  under 
construction  and  should  be  completed  by  early  summer  1983.  This  new 
facility  will  result  in  a more  efficient  operation  and  better  service  for 
residents  of  Fairhaven. 

Secondly,  the  New  Water  Supply  Field  on  Wolf  Island  Road  in 
Mattapoisett  passed  its  final  hurdle  in  November  with  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  approval  to  construct  pumping 
stations  which  will  yield  one  million  gallons  per  day,  more  than  doubling 
the  safe  yield  of  Fairhaven ’s  Water  Wells.  With  the  completion  of  this 
facility  in  July  or  August  1983,  Fairhaven ’s  dependence  on  water  from 
New  Bedford  will  be  nearly  zero,  except  in  drought  conditions.  The 
quality  of  water  from  this  site  is  excellent  with  little  treatment  neces- 
sary. The  19,000  feet  of  16  inch  ductile  iron  water  main  from  Bridge 
Street  and  New  Boston  Road  to  the  new  well  field  and  two  gravel 
packed  wells  at  the  site  were  also  completed  during  1982. 

Thirdly,  the  Public  Works  Department  received  two  major  State  and 
Federal  Grants.  A Small  Cities  Grant  of  $375,000  will  be  used  to  eli- 
minate the  Bridge  Street  and  Spring  Street  Sewer  Pumping  Stations 
which  are  more  than  60  years  old  and  in  deteriorating  condition.  Also, 
new  sewer  mains  will  be  laid  on  Main  Street  from  Spring  Street  to 
Route  6 and  Bridge  Street  from  Middle  Street  to  Green  Street  to  eli- 
minate a serious  infiltration  problem.  New  storm  drain  lines  will  be 
laid  on  Union  Street  and  also  on  South  Street  to  alleviate  flooding  prob- 
lems. 

The  second  grant  of  $318,000  for  the  Rehabilitation  of  the  existing 
water  systems  combined  with  $368,000  voted  at  Town  Meeting  will  be 
used  to  clean  and  cement  line  the  water  mains  on  Washington  Street 
from  Main  Street  to  Mill  Road  and  on  Main  Street  from  South  Street 
to  Howland  Road.  Also,  new  water  mains  will  be  laid  in  the  Laurel  Street 
Doane  Street,  and  Fort  Street  area  and  also  in  the  Oxford  Street,  North 
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Walnut  Street,  Linden  Avenue  and  Massasoit  Avenue  area  to  increase 
water  pressure,  replace  lead  water  services  and  substantially  increase 
fire  protection  in  these  areas.  All  of  the  above  projects  are  presently 
in  the  design  stages  with  construction  to  begin  in  April  and  May  1983 
and  all  work  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1983. 

During  1982  a complete  study  of  the  Town  Sewer  System  was  com- 
pleted. Every  manhole  was  opened  and  more  than  5 miles  of  sewer 
mains  were  T.V.  inspected  and  evaluated.  The  results  of  this  study  are 
presently  being  reviewed  by  EPA  and  following  its  recommendation, 
the  Town  should  be  eligible  for  major  State  and  Federal  Grants  to  re- 
pair or  replace  miles  of  sewer  mains  that  are  leaking  and  deteriorating. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  has  received  numerous  requests  for  ex- 
panding the  sewer  system  into  unsewered  areas  and  is  evaluating  this 
information.  Sewer  expansion  projects  will  cost  millions  and  will  need 
Federal  and  State  funding. 

Many  streets  and  roads  in  Town  are  in  need  of  reconstruction  or  re- 
surfacing. Unfortunately,  funding  for  this  work  must  be  approved  at 
Town  Meeting  and  during  the  last  two  years,  resurfacing  money  has 
dropped  from  $118,000  to  zero  and  reconstruction  funds  have  been 
slashed  from  $266,000  to  $175,000.  Your  support  at  Town  Meeting  is 
needed  if  your  street  is  to  be  fixed. 

Many  major  projects  remain  to  be  started.  West  Island  must  be  pro- 
vided with  sewer  and  water.  The  Dana  Pond  area  off  of  Long  Road, 
must  be  developed  into  a retention  basin  to  eliminate  flooding  down- 
stream in  the  Adam  Street  and  Elm  Avenue  area.  The  Rotch  Street 
Sewer  Pumping  Station  should  be  eliminated  and  sewer  mains  in  that 
area  corrected  to  prevent  sewer  backups  into  homes  during  rainstorms. 

The  old  water  tower  on  Washington  Street  will  need  major  repairs  or 
replacement  in  the  next  few  years.  All  of  these  projects  will  take  Town 
Meeting  support  to  be  accomplished. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  requests  comments  and  input  from  resi- 
dents on  ways  to  improve  service  and  cut  costs.  Board  Meetings  are 
held  nearly  every  Monday  evening  beginning  at  6:30  P.M.  and  are  open 
to  the  public.

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HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


During  the  year  1982  the  Highway  Department  has  been  very  busy 
reconstructing  streets,  laying  drainage  lines,  repairing  manholes  and 
catch  basins,  cold  patching,  repairing  sidewalks,  removing  tree  stumps, 
making  street  signs,  grass  and  brush  cutting,  street  sweeping  and  snow 
plowing  as  major  parts  of  our  work. 

We  were  able  to  replace  many  more  sidewalks  this  year  with  the  in- 
creased Article  from  last  year.  I hope  this  Article  will  continue  to  re- 
ceive support  in  1983. 

Vandalism  is  still  a problem  with  street  signs.  However,  our  replace- 
ments went  from  175  signs  in  1981  to  less  than  100  in  1982. 

Potholes  remain  a serious  problem  with  many  streets  being  repeated 
several  times  during  the  year.  I hope  we  can  see  more  money  put  into 
street  reconstruction  and  resurfacing  in  1983. 

Alder  Street  and  Balsam  Street  received  oil  and  stone  this  year  which 
made  a good  hard  surface  from  Causeway  Road  to  the  beach. 

The  Street  Reconstruction  Program  included  the  following  streets: 

Center  Street  from  Rotch  Street  to  Tripp  Street 

Ferry  Street  from  Water  Street  to  Main  Street 

Linden  Avenue  from  Francis  Street  to  Green  Street 

New  Boston  Road  from  Charity  Stevens  Lane  to  Vincent  Farm  area 

Reservation  Road  from  Sconticut  Neck  Road  to  Raymond  Street 

Causeway  Road  from  Alder  Street  to  Fir  Street. 

This  represents  approximately  7,600  feet  of  reconstruction  which  in- 
cludes drainage,  gravel,  process  stone,  asphalt  and  curbing. 

The  department  has  placed  3,400  linear  feet  of  new  drain  lines  with 
catch  basins  and  manholes  on  Long  Road,  Manhattan  Avenue,  Ray- 
mond Street,  Reservation  Road,  Balsam  Street,  Camel  Street,  Summer 
Street,  New  Boston  Road,  Cottonwood  Street,  Tripp  Street,  Eddy 
Street,  Linden  Avenue,  Cove  Road,  Water  Street,  Ferry  Street,  Cause- 
way Road,  Mill  Road,  Weeden  Road  and  Harborview  Avenue.  Drain 
lines  and  catch  basin  repairs  have  been  made  as  needed  throughout  the 
Town. 

The  department  cleared  trees,  stumps  and  boulders  from  the  new 
Board  of  Public  Works  building  site  and  will  be  laying  drainage  there 
this  winter. 
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We  had  plowed  snow  on  five  different  occasions.  The  parking 
ban  worked  with  good  results  in  allowing  the  plows  to  get  through. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department  for  their 
cooperation  and  for  doing  a fine  job  for  the  many  different  phases 
of  work  they  must  do.

WATER  DIVISION 


The  year  1982  was  a year  of  achievement  for  the  Water  Division  for 
it  was  the  start  of  laying  19,000  feet  of  16-inch  pipe.  Twenty -four 
hydrants  were  installed  along  this  route.  Fourteen  belonging  to  Fair- 
haven,  ten  to  Mattapoisett  and  one  to  Acushnet.  These  will  tie  into 
the  new  wells  and  pumping  station  on  Wolfe  Island  Road  which  will 
help  to  make  our  Town  selfsufficient  for  supplying  our  ever  growing 
community  with  ample  water. 

With  the  re-surfacing  of  streets  in  Town  the  Water  Division  installed

Normal  maintenance  work  continued  with  repairs  to  the  following  — 
16  main  breaks,  39  street  repairs,  22  service  renewals,  25  new  water 
services  and  17  new  hydrants  were  added  to  our  system.  All  hydrants 
were  checked  by  the  Fire  Department  and  results  reported  to  us.  Six 
old  hydrants  were  replaced,  two  re-located,  forty  repaired  and  one  re- 
moved. The  Meter  Replacement  Program  is  quickly  moving  forward, 
this  year  we  replaced  230  old  or  stopped  meters  and  repaired  63  Rock- 
well meters.  We  pumped  329,846,700  gallons  of  water  from  our 
stations,  and  purchased  118,454,250  gallons  from  the  City  of  New 
Bedford.  All  monthly  water  samples  have  passed  the  state  D.E.Q.E. 
requirements. 
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I would  like  to  thank  all  departments  for  any  assistance  received 
this  year  and  most  of  all  the  employees  in  my  department.

WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 
AND  COLLECTION  SYSTEM 


The  Treatment  Facility  handled  a total  of  837.04  million  gallons  of 
which  689.3  million  gallons  received  secondary  treatment  and  147.7 
million  gallons  received  primary  treatment. 

The  Town  of  Mattapoisett  contributed  34.95  million  gallons  from 
January  1,  1982  to  December  21,  1982. 

The  median  values  for  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  (B.O.D.)  in  the 
influent  was  126  MG/L  and  the  effluent  was  18.3  MG/L  with  an  85.5% 
removal.  The  Suspended  Solids  (S.S.)  in  the  influent  was  122  MG/L 
and  the  effluent  was  23  MG/L  with  an  81%  removal  rate. 

The  facility  processed  3,713  tons  of  dry  solids  and  120,300  gallons 
of  septic  waste. 

There  were  36  new  permits  issued  to  private  installers  for  new  ser- 
vices. The  department  renewed  two  services  and  200  feet  of  sewer 
main  on  Tripp  Street.  We  also  installed  ten  new  services. 

There  were  two  sections  of  sewer  main  renewed  on  Harding  Road  for 
a total  of  437  feet.  Also,  three  new  manholes  were  replaced. 

The  Sewer  Department  responded  to  176  emergency  calls  for  plugged 
services  and  or  sewer  mains. 

The  Town  of  Fairhaven  received  $9,201.81  for  chemical  reimburse- 
ment. The  reimbursement  was  50%  of  all  monies  spent  for  chemicals 
used  to  process  sludge  at  the  treatment  facility.  This  reimbursement 
was  issued  through  the  office  of  the  Massachusetts  D.E.Q.E.,  Division  of 
Water  Pollution  Control. 

A chlorine  safety  drill  was  put  on  for  all  employees  of  the  Sewer 
Division.  They  were  instructed  in  the  use  of  self  contained  breathing 
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apparatus  and  emergency  repairs  of  one-ton  chlorine  containers.  The 
drill  was  demonstrated  by  the  Fire  Department.  I would  like  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  Acting  Chief  Charles  Tripp  and 
Earl  Faunce,  for  conducting  this  drill. 

The  Sewer  System  Evaluation  Survey  (S.S.E.S.)  has  been  completed 
and  is  now  being  reviewed  by  E.P.A. 

The  engineering  has  been  completed  for  the  renewal  of  sewer  mains 
in  certain  sections  of  Spring,  Main,  Pease,  Cowen  and  Bridge  Streets. 

Also,  the  elimination  of  Spring  and  Bridge  Street  Stations.  Construction 
should  begin  in  early  spring  of  1983. 

There  was  a total  of  43,661  feet  of  sewer  mains  cleaned  during  1982, 
of  which  31,161  feet  was  cleaned  under  the  S.S.E.S.  and  12,500  feet 
was  completed  by  the  Sewer  Department. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  employees  of  the  Sewer 
Division  for  their  cooperation  and  a job  well  done.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  met  regularly  on  a weekly  basis  during  the  year 
1982.  Special  meetings  and  show  cause  hearings  were  scheduled  as  re- 
quired. The  Board  also  attended  numerous  meetings  and  conferences 
pertaining  to  environmental  problems  and  discussion  of  Municipal,  State 
and  Federal  corrective  measures. 

In  early  1982  the  Board  was  made  aware  of  3 leukemia  cases  within  a 
one  block  area  of  Cushman  Park.  This  information  was  reported  by  a 
conscientious  school  nurse  who  questioned  if  this  could  be  just  a “coin- 
dence”  or  worthwhile  to  notify  the  MDPH.  The  Board  did  forward  that 
letter  and  information  to  the  State. 

After  several  telephone  calls,  the  involvement  of  a local  newspaper 
and  the  parents  of  some  of  these  children,  we  were  told  by  the  State 
they  considered  these  to  be  “statistical  averrings”. 
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The  Town  began  to  pressure  the  State  to  conduct  various  tests,  includ- 
ing PCB’s,  radiation,  chemicals,  etc.  The  Department  of  Environmental 
Health  and  DEQE  conducted  these  tests  and  to  date  no  official  link  has 
been  established.  There  is  still  a question  as  far  as  some  local  groups  are 
concerned. 

Despite  the  grief  and  concern  created  by  these  incidents,  the  one  good 
positive  action  was  the  community  effort  to  protect  the  health  and  wel- 
fare of  our  children. 

Amendments  and  additions  to  the  Board  of  Health  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions were  published  on  October  14,  1982  and  became  effective  on 
December  1,  1982.  The  license  and  permit  fees  were  raised  slightly,  keep- 
ing in  line  with  surrounding  communities. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  schedule  the  Immunization  Clinics  (Child- 
hood and  Influenza)  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Fairhaven  Community 
Nurse  Association.  The  program  as  implemented  by  the  Town  has  been 
very  satisfactory. 

The  Board  has  sponsored  an  annual  encephalomyelitis  clinic  and  has 
supported  animal  rabies  vaccination  clinics  in  surrounding  communities.

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SANITARIAN’S  REPORT 


Forever  prevalent  are  soil  and  water  conditions  which  are  not  con- 
ducive to  the  effective  functioning  of  subsurface  disposal  of  sanitary 
sewage.  Aggravated  by  surface  water  conditions  in  many  areas  neces- 
sitated many  segments  of  the  weekly  Board  of  Health  meetings  being 
devoted  to  reviewing  proposed  plans  and  granting  allowable  variances 
as  permitted  under  current  rules  and  regulations. 

It  is  most  important  that  proper  procedures  be  followed  in  making 
repairs  to  existing  septic  systems.  Unscrupulous  and  improper  repairs 
not  only  harm  the  health  and  conditions  of  an  entire  neighborhood  but 
devalue  the  area  as  well. 

Many  of  these  defective  systems  which  are  not  reported  are  located 
on  streets  which  are  provided  with  Town  sewers.  In  some  locations 
where  there  are  unsewered  areas  adjacent  to  sewered  areas  many  prob- 
lems will  be  alleviated  when  sewer  connections  are  accomplished. 

From  January,  1982  through  December,  1982  subsurface  sewage 
disposal  inspections  were  conducted  as  follows: 

3 new  installations  15  percolation  tests 

21  complaints  17  sewer  connections 

Numerous  seminars  and  meetings  pertaining  to  hazardous  waste  co- 
ordinating have  been  attended  accompanied  by  the  Board  of  Health 
Chairman.  The  improper  disposal  of  waste  oil  continues  to  be  a prob- 
lem. At  this  time  steps  have  been  initiated  to  disseminate  correct  informa- 
tion regarding  Hazardous  Waste  materials.

Though  1982  was  a tumultuous  year  health-wise  for  many  Fairhaven 
residents  and  the  Board  of  Health,  we  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  year 
did  end  on  a postive  note.  As  of  December  28, 1982  our  laboratory  be- 
came certified  by  DEQE  to  perform  public  drinking  water  analysis. 

Prior  to  certification,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  gathered  State  man- 
dated water  samples  for  testing  and  sent  them  to  a private  laboratory  for 
analysis.  As  of  January  1,  1983  such  analyses  wiU  be  done  in  our  own 
laboratory. 

In  other  matters,  the  food  establishment  community  grew  by  the  addi- 
tion of  11  new  establishments  in  1982;  however,  the  recession  did  not 
leave  our  town  unscathed  as  2 establishments  were  forced  to  close. 
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f Under  Chapter  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  there  were  4 requests 
j for  Minimum  Housing  Inspections  and  3 requests  for  inspections  accord- 
i'  ing  to  HUD  guidelines  for  Section  8 housing. 

{ Overall  we  believe  we  had  a very  productive  year  and  look  forward  to 
' continued  service  in  the  community.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

The  Town  of  Fairhaven’s  Civil  Defense  Department  has  been  very 
active  during  the  year  of  1982.  In  addition  to  the  annual  events  that 
we  participate  in  such  as  Fairhaven  Homecoming,  The  Fairhaven  Road 
Race,  Our  Lady  of  the  Angels  Feast,  and  the  Halloween  Parade,  we 
were  also  involved  in  the  Civil  War  Re-Enactment,  Scallop  Festival,  and 
the  Thanksgiving  Football  Rally  just  to  mention  a few.  We  also  partici- 
pated in  mutual  aid  to  Fall  River  in  May  at  the  Notre  Dame  fire,  and 
to  Acushnet  for  their  Block  Dance  at  Pine  Hill  Pavilion. 


About  mid  year  we  purchased  through  our  surplus  property  account 
a copier  and  telephone  answering  machine,  both  of  which  were  greatly 
needed  by  this  department.  Later  on  in  the  year  we  acquired  from  the 
Highway  Department  their  four-wheel  drive  Jeep,  which  we  are  in  the 
process  of  converting  for  use  in  lighting  with  a generator  donated  to  us 
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by  a public-spirited  citizen.  This  vehicle  being  a four-wheel  drive  will 
also  be  very  useful  during  snowstorms. 

Monthly  radio  drills  are  held  via  two  meter  amateur  radio  with  Area  II 
I Headquarters,  and  we  also  respond  to  bi-monthly  early  warning  checker- 
I board  tests.  The  town’s  seven  air  raid  sirens  are  tested  every  Saturday  at 
12  noon.  Federal  funds  have  also  been  obtained  for  the  town  through 
the  PL  85-606  reimbursement  program  in  which  we  participate. 

A change  in  location  for  Civil  Defense  Headquarters  is  also  keeping 
us  very  busy.  The  new  location  tentatively  will  be  a portion  of  the  Old 
Town  Bam  at  the  foot  of  Rotch  Street.  This  building  will  provide  us 
with  needed  storage  and  office  space  in  addition  to  greater  efficiency  for 
this  department.  Once  relocated  and  necessary  repairs  are  made,  we  plan 
on  having  an  open  house.

PLANNING  BOARD 


During  1982,  no  major  zoning  or  sub-division  items  came  before  the 
Board  for  action.  New  building  of  any  type  was  at  a minimum.  The 
economic  conditions,  lack  of  municipal  sewerage  in  many  areas  and 
other  requirements  will  continue  to  have  a limiting  factor  on  Fairhaven’s 
growth. 

Many  site  requirement  items  on  parking,  due  to  change  of  use  on  older 
buildings  coming  before  the  Board,  were  deemed  to  be  more  properly 
within  the  authority  of  the  Building  Commissioner.  The  Board  therefore 
introduced  corrective  zoning  at  Town  meeting  to  firm  up  this  matter. 

The  Board  lent  its  support  to  Town  Meeting  passage  of  an  article 
allowing  the  establishment  of  a Redevelopment  Authority  as  a necessary 
requirement  for  development  growth.  It  has  also  helped  to  sponsor  the 
concept  of  a Waterfront  Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District. 

Union  Wharf  use  as  a public  entity,  in  control  of  the  Town,  has  long 
been  a project  favored  by  the  Board.  It  is  felt  that  Union  Wharf  and  the 
Bridge  Street  abutment  boat  ramp  areas  should  remain  in  Town  custody. 
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The  Board  is  therefore  in  agreement  with  the  current  arrangements  be-  I ^ 
ing  made  to  upgrade  the  wharf  and  hopes  that  the  Bridge  Street  boat  | oto 
ramp  renovation  will  follow.  These  properties  provide  the  only  public  | ® 
access  to  the  working  waterfront  not  under  private  control.  *

The  Board  was  instrumental  in  providing  aid  through  SRPEDD  for  ^ 
the  development  of  applications  which  enabled  the  Town  Planner  to 
secure  a grant  for  waterfront  development.  This  will  allow  an  upgrad- 
ing of  infrastructural  improvement  amounting  to  $375,000.  The  t ® 

Board  will  continue  to  use  its  resources  for  this  purpose.  v ^

SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 


It  is  the  function  of  the  Sealer  to  see  that  fair  practice  or  equity  pre- 
vails in  the  determinations  of  quantity  in  all  commercial  transactions. 
Weights  and  measures  enforcement  is  definitely  related  to  the  cost  of 
living  of  every  family.  Almost  every  day  each  of  us  buys  something  that 
is  sold  by  weight  or  measure.  To  insure  that  you  receive  correct  weight 
or  measure  in  all  these  transactions  is  the  purpose  of  the  weights  and 
measures  laws. 

To  accomplish  this  purpose  it  is  first  necessary  to  make  sure  that  all 
the  weighing  and  measuring  equipment  used  in  the  commerce  of  the  town 
is  mechanically  accurate,  for  if  it  were  otherwise,  it  would  be  impossible 
to  make  accurate  quantity  determinations. 
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At  least  annually  every  scale,  gasoline  pump,  fuel  oil  truck  meter,  or 
other  weighing  or  measuring  devices  must  be  tested.  If  the  readings 
on  the  device  compare  correctly  with  the  standards  of  weight  or  measure 
and  other  rules  and  regulations  are  complied  with  it  is  sealed  as  accurate. 
If  it  doesn’t  come  up  to  standard  it  is  condemned  from  use.  Only  by 
this  type  of  routine  inspection  can  we  be  assured  of  accurate  equipment. 

Secondly,  we  must  follow  through  to  check  that  this  inspected  equip- 
ment is  used  in  a manner  that  will  be  fair  to  both  buyer  and  seller.  One 
way  we  accomplish  this  is  by  surprise  inspections  in  which  we  recheck 
the  equipment  and  reweigh  or  remeasure  food  packages  put  up  in  ad- 
vance of  sale.  As  errors  in  weights  and  measures  can  be  converted  di- 
rectly into  money  value  it  is  in  the  interest  of  every  citizen  that  the 
weights  and  measures  laws  be  adequately  enforced.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


This  past  year  Edith  Rogers  resigned  from  the  Council  on  Aging  be- 
cause of  health  problems  and  on  New  Year’s  Day  1983  she  passed  away. 
The  Seniors  have  lost  a very  dedicated  advocate  for  their  interests  and 
the  Council  has  lost  a very  valued  member. 

John  Humphreys  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy  on  the  board  and  is 
very  experienced  in  Elder  Affairs  having  served  two  years  as  President 
on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Coastline  Elderly  Services  Inc. 

The  Senior  Aid  Program  was  passed  last  September  by  a very  small 
margin  in  the  Senate.  This  coming  year  will  be  a crucial  one  for  this  pro- 
gram and  if  it  is  not  passed  could  have  a drastic  effect  on  the  services  to 
the  elderly  through  the  Council. 

The  Nutrition  Program  served  16,598  meals  this  year  at  the  Senior 
Center  also  delivered  1,756  meals  to  the  homebound  elders.  Approxi- 
mately once  every  six  weeks  a program  of  health  or  community  educa- 
tion is  presented  at  the  lunch  hour.  This  past  year  S.M.U.  students  in 
their  senior  year  of  Nursing  Training  presented  health  programs  and  dis- 
cussed health  problems  with  the  seniors.  The  students  also  made  a 
complete  survey  of  the  area  Councils  on  Aging  and  submitted  a very  de- 
tailed report  on  their  observations. 
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The  Citizens  for  Citizens  administered  the  Fuel  Assistance  Program 
and  233  Seniors  in  Fairhaven  were  recipients. 

Legal  Aid  which  is  available  every  other  Tuesday  counselled  30 
Seniors. 

The  Surplus  Food  Program  held  a one-day  distribution  at  the  Senior 
Center  with  250  boxes  of  cheese  were  given  out  to  qualified  Seniors. 
Another  106  boxes  were  delivered  by  the  Director  and  volunteers  to 
Seniors  who  were  homebound. 

Coastline  Elderly  Services,  Inc.  provided  instructions  to  qualified 
individuals  to  help  42  Seniors  fill  out  tax  forms. 

Six  individuals  from  Fairhaven  were  referred  to  the  Coastline  Job 
Placement  Program  and  were  employed. 

Transportation  was  provided  for  the  Nutrition  Program,  Grocery 
Shopping  and  Nursing  Home  trips  which  totaled  12,906  units  of  service. 

Medical  trips  have  been  provided  for  115  Seniors,  transported  to  and 
from  hospitals,  doctors,  etc. 

The  Physical  Fitness  Program  was  not  funded  this  past  year  but 
Jeannette  Gignac  volunteered  to  conduct  the  class  which  is  held  at 
Oxford  Terrace  every  Wednesday. 

Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  nights  the  Senior  Center  is  used  by 
Girl  Scouts  and  Brownies.  One  Sunday  a month  Cub  Scouts  hold  their 
meeting  there. 

Pat  Gallagher  our  Silver  Haired  Legislator  keeps  us  informed  on  the 
Bills  which  they  have  filed  as  their  priorities  and  sent  to  the  General 
Court,  they  are: 

1.  Subsidizing  elderly  over  65  years  old  to  maintain  ownership 
of  their  homes. 

2.  Mandatory  Fire  Drills  established  on  a semi-annual  basis  in 
Elderly  Housing  Projects. 

3.  Providing  limited  automatic  homestead  protection. 

4.  Control  condominium  and  cooperative  housing  conversions. 

5.  Concerning  continuity  of  psychotherapy  treatments  for  all 
persons  65  years  of  age  and  over. 
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6.  Requiring  Eill  state  mental  hospitals  to  establish  and 
maintain  out-patient  day  hospitals. 

7.  Establish  special  commission  on  visual  sensory  blindness 

8.  To  assign  1%  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Lottery  Fund  to 
Elderly  Nutrition. 

9.  Further  regulating  property  exemptions  for  the  elderly. 

10.  Providing  for  reductions  in  taxation  on  interest  and 
dividends  (unearned  income). 

11.  Concerning  tax  credits  for  family  members  who  care  for 
aged  relatives. 

The  walls  in  the  Center  have  been  painted  and  the  kitchen  has  been 
completely  painted.  The  Handicap  bathroom  exterior  walls,  roof,  ceil- 
ing and  rough  plumbing  has  been  completed. 

Our  THANKS  to  all  Town  Departments  and  to  the  Volunteers  who 
help  us  to  accomplish  these  services  to  the  Elderly  of  the  Town.

FAIRHAVEN  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 
Annual  Report  for  1982 


In  1982  your  Commission  was  active  in  many  areas  relative  to  its  goal 
of  preserving  the  heritage  of  Fairhaven. 

Sponsoring  the  re-enactment  of  the  Civil  War  battle  of  Fort  Wagner  at 
Fort  Phoenix  was  a highlight  and  in  keeping  with  our  efforts  to  preserve 
history.  This  re-enactment  was  superbly  planned  and  executed  under  the 
direction  of  Donald  R.  Bernard,  Commander  of  the  3rd  Regiment,  Heavy 
Artillery,  Massachusetts  Volunteers. 

The  Academy  Building  Committee  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Helen 
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Radcliffe  and  Mr.  Edwin  McQuillan  has  been  active  in  having  necessary 
repairs  made  to  this  historic  building.  The  cooperation  of  The  Colonial 
Club,  The  Fairhaven  Historical  Society  and  the  Fairhaven  Improvement 
Association  in  our  efforts  to  have  this  building  become  a museum  is 
much  appreciated. 

Refurnishing  the  Old  Stone  School  House  is  now  closer  to  achieve- 
ment. The  Historical  Society  of  Acushnet,  aware  of  our  search  for  old 
desks  and  chairs,  donated  forty  of  them.  Our  Fire  Department  and  the 
School  Department  also  donated  material  and  furnishings  to  further  our 
restoration  efforts. 

The  changes  made  on  the  Moby  Dick  Trail  required  additional  trail 
markers  in  the  center  of  Town.  These  changes  together  with  the  pam- 
phlet “Walking  in  Fairhaven”  has  made  the  center  of  Town  a focal  point 
for  tourists. 

The  Commission  is  supporting  the  efforts  of  the  Fairhaven  High  School 
Alumni  in  their  restoration  of  the  interior  of  the  High  School.  We  are 
also  planning  to  install  the  George  Taber  plaque  at  a suitable  location  on 
the  playground,  located  at  the  rear  of  the  Anthony  School.  Mr.  Taber 
donated  this  playground  to  the  Town.  Another  project  is  to  acquire  the 
Park  Department  Building  on  Spring  Street  for  a Fire  Museum.  This 
building  was  built  in  1847  as  a fire  station  and  should  be  preserved. 

Because  of  the  dedication  of  the  members  and  the  associates,  much 
has  been  accomplished  in  1982.  1983  will  make  many  historical  struc- 
* tures  and  historical  information  available  to  the  public.

TOWN  PLANNER 

The  year  1982  was  not  one  noted  for  many  elements  of  progress.  In 
spite  of  adverse  conditions,  the  Town  did  succeed  in  maintaining  its 
position. 

With  the  help  of  Selectman  Seguin  and  the  Planner,  a new  Town  Map 
was  produced.  Many  Town  advertisers  contributed,  resulting  in  a no  cost 
effort  for  the  community.  The  map  was  widely  distributed  and  received 
many  favorable  comments. 

Permits  for  9 single  family  dwellings  were  issued.  Many  homes  are  be- 
ing converted  to  2 family  units  and  in  some  cases,  to  3 and  4 units. 
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The  Planner  has  mixed  concerns  in  that  this  could  result  eventually  in  un- 
dermining the  Town’s  character  — that  of  a single-family  community. 

The  renovation  of  the  ATT  Complex  on  Mill  Road  neared  completion 
and  is  now  in  use  as  a Computer  Data  Center,  the  second  largest  in  the 
country  with  the  potential  of  further  enlargement. 

Dana  Court  was  completed  and  immediately  became  fully  occupied, 
taking  its  place  with  Fairhaven’s  other  housing  for  the  elderly.  Thanks 
to  an  excellent  Housing  Authority  and  a very  competent  director.  Fair- 
haven  can  boast  of  the  finest  housing  of  this  type  in  the  State. 

The  economic  situation  and  other  factors  have  a dampening  effect  on 
Fairhaven’s  growth.  Housing  starts  are  at  a new  low.  Many  Town  areas 
cannot  support  any  additional  housing  due  to  the  lack  of  municipal 
sewerage  facilities.  Many  of  those  in  place  could  be  experiencing  serious 
health  problems  which  conditions  will  worsen.  The  cost  of  correction 
can  be  enormous  and  lengthy. 

Your  Town  Planner  has  been  appointed  to  a committee  charged  with 
trying  to  address  this  problem.  Some  articles  will  be  presented  to  the 
1983  Town  Meeting  with  the  prospects  of  starting  a program  for  that 
purpose.  Unfortunately,  this  will  not  be  of  much  satisfaction  to  those  in 
outlying  areas  suffering  from  septic  problems.  The  committee  is  making 
an  effort  to  come  up  with  short  term  projects  for  those  area  problems. 
State  and  Federal  regulations  make  it  extremely  difficult  to  supply  mean- 
ingful solutions.  The  committee  will  continue  to  address  the  task. 

Gigantic  shopping  malls  are  continuing  to  cause  problems  in  competing 
shopping  areas.  Our  Route  6 shopping  areas  are  no  exceptions.  They  are 
feeling  much  pressure.  Where  Fairhaven  was  fortunate  in  having  a mini- 
mum of  unused  commercial  buildings  six  months  ago,  we  now  have  several, 
Hopefully,  the  economic  situation  will  improve  so  that  this  condition  will 
revert  to  its  former  status. 

The  1982  Town  meeting  passed  an  article  allowing  the  organization  of  a 
Redevelopment  Authority.  This  tool,  along  with  the  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Finance  Authority  previously  organized,  will  allow  several  options 
for  Fairhaven’s  development.  A Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District 
is  proposed  for  the  center  waterfront  historic  area.  It  is  hoped  that  com- 
mercial entities  in  that  important  part  of  Town  will  provide  viable  pro- 
jects to  allow  this  improvement  district  to  become  a reality. 

It  is  also  hoped  that  our  long  awaited  Historic  Districts  will  be  set  up 
to  preserve  the  Town’s  character  and  heritage.  This  project  is  long  over- 
due and  time  could  be  running  out  in  bringing  this  needed  condition  into 
accomplishment. 
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Your  Town  Planner  will  continue  to  press  for  action  in  this  matter. 

The  Planner  has  acquired  new  duties  as  the  Civil  Service  Director  for 
the  Town’s  labor  service  positions.  It  is  the  intention  to  relocate  from 
Boston  to  Fairhaven  the  responsibilities  for  others  in  the  future. 

The  Planner  also  serves  on  a mandated  Design  Selection  Committee, 
charged  with  an  effort  to  set  up  and  control  the  format  by  which  engineer- 
ing services  are  acquired  where  contract  costs  are  $10,000  and  more. 

Another  committee  recently  formed  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  wdth 
ideas  for  disposal  or  use  of  the  Towm’s  surplus  buildings.  Presently,  the 
Tripp  and  Anthony  Schools  are  in  this  category.  As  the  new  Board  of 
Public  Works  building  comes  on  stream,  its  outmoded  buildings  wdll  be 
available  also.  Your  Town  Planner  intends  that  all  of  these  facilities  are 
to  be  utilized  for  the  best  interests  of  all  townspeople,  whether  put  back 
on  the  tax  rolls  or  for  some  Town  productive  use. 

Your  Planner,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Planning  Board,  has  been  successful  in  the  Town  securing  a grant  of 
$375,000  for  infrastructual  improvements  in  our  center  waterfront  dis- 
trict. The  Spring  and  Bridge  Streets  sewerage  pumping  stations  wdll  be 
removed  and  piping  realigned  to  take  advantage  of  this  condition.  This 
task  wdll  result  in  long  term  savings  over  many  years  by  the  elimination  of 
operating  expenses. 

Under  this  program,  drainage  lines  on  Union  and  South  Streets  wdll  be 
renovated  or  provided.  It  is  also  hoped  that  approximately  200  lead  water 
services  wdll  be  renewed  in  the  areas  where  this  sewer  and  drainage  work 
is  undertaken. 

The  Town  is  also  the  recipient  of  a grant  for  relining  and  relocating 
water  lines  in  other  Town  areas.  This  grant  of  $381,000,  secured  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  was  matched  in  like  amount  by  Town  appropria- 
tion. 

It  is  hoped  that  more  funding  opportunities  can  be  taken  advantage  of 
in  1983. 

Several  areas  of  Towm  are  still  available  for  meaningful  development 
growrth.  These  should  be  put  to  the  best  use  possible,  being  mindful  of 
the  need  to  increase  the  tax  base.  No  other  means  are  available  for  this 
purpose.  In  order  for  these  to  become  a reality,  utilities  and  proper  zon- 
ing must  be  provided  as  conditions  warrant.

Once  again,  your  Commission  has  continued  to  provide  numerous, 
varied  and  worthwhile  activities  for  all  ages  of  townspeople  in  Fairhaven. 
The  programs,  as  in  the  past,  were  youth  orientated.  The  attendance  in 
all  programs  offered  was  good,  and  the  Recreation  Commission  is  pleased 
with  the  successful  year  of  1982. 

Summer  activities  were  a major  part  of  the  Commission’s  programs. 
West  Island  was  enjoyed  by  many  townspeople  and  friends  daily.  Over 
$4500  was  turned  back  to  the  town’s  general  fund  from  the  sale  of  beach 
stickers  and  daily  parking  fees. 

Arts  and  crafts,  various  sports  and  playground  games  were  available  at 
Livesey  Park  and  the  Hastings  Junior  High.  A trip  to  Lincoln  Park  was 
also  well  attended  and  enjoyed  by  all.  Also,  at  the  Junior  High,  a co- 
educational gym  program  was  offered.  Boys  and  girls  of  school  age 
participated  in  basketball,  volleyball,  weightlifting,  ping  pong,  tumbling 
and  field  hockey. 

The  Annual  Tennis  Tournament,  co-sponsored  by  the  Fairhaven  Sav- 
ings Bank,  had  many  participants  and  was  exciting  for  players  as  well  as 
spectators.  Our  soccer  program  is  now  in  its  fifth  year  and  continues  to 
provide  our  young  people  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  this  popular 
sport. 

Our  winter  programs  were  once  again  highlighted  by  our  Saturday 
morning  activities  at  the  Junior  High  and  the  High  School.  School  age 
youngsters  were  involved  in  gymnastics  and  various  recreational  activities. 
Evening  adult  programs  consisted  of  men’s  basketball  and  women’s 
aerobics  and  were  also  very  well  attended.  During  the  February  vacation, 
two  days  of  skating  at  the  Hetland  Rink,  were  offered  to  all  townspeople. 

This  year,  due  to  numerous  requests,  the  Recreation  Commission  is 
also  helping  to  co-ordinate  a basketball  league  for  youngsters  aged  9—11. 
This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  many  people  who  have  indicated  they 
will  volunteer  to  serve  as  coaches,  officials  and  score-keepers.  We  want 
to  thank  all  those  who  have  made  this  worthwhile  program  possible. 

We  as  Recreation  Members  would  also  like  to  thank  the  many  instruc- 
tors, volunteers,  and  School  Department  personnel  for  their  cooperation 
throughout  the  year. 
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Most  of  all,  many  thanks  to  all  the  townspeople  and  taxpayers  for  your 
continued  support  in  the  recreational  programs  in  town.

During  1982  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  continued  its  membership  for 
the  thirteenth  year  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  District.  SRPEDD  is  a planning  and  economic  development 
agency  formed  under  state  law  to  serve  twenty -eight  communites  in 
southeastern  Massachusetts  by  providing  a cooperative  approach  to  re- 
gional issues. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a Commission  consisting  of  a chief  elected 
official  or  designee  and  a planning  board  representative  from  each  parti- 
cipating municipality  and  six  low-income  and  minority  representatives. 
Fairhaven’s  Commission  representatives  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Planning  Board  are,  respectively,  Kenneth  Vining  and  Raymond  Fleurent, 
who  also  serves  on  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Zoning,  Land  Use  and  Environmental  Planning  Committee.  Peter  Andrew.* 
and  Heather  Bare  provide  representation  as  At-Large  Commissioners  from 
the  New  Bedford  Area.  Nicholas  Tangney  also  represents  the  town  on 
SRPEDD’s  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group  as  its  chairman. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  development,  SRPEDD 
assists  member  cities  and  towns.  Through  the  free  municipal  assistance 
program,  each  community  receives  time  for  local  projects  and  assistance 
in  preparing  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use,  economic  develop 
ment,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid  waste,  energy  resources  and 
conservation,  and  air  and  water  quality.  Local  participation  in  these  re- 
gionail  plans  enables  communities  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and  state  dollar.' 
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Services  to  Fairhaven  this  past  year  included: 

• Preparation  of  a preliminary  and  final  application  under  the  Small 
Cities  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Program.  This  success- 

f ful  application  resulted  in  a grant  of  $370,000  for  water,  sewer  and 
f drainage  lines  in  the  Village  Center;  and 

• Preparation  of  a revised  Fairhaven  Monograph. 

As  a coastal  community,  Fairhaven  was  also  the  benefactor  of  an  oil 
spill  program  conducted  by  SRPEDD  which  identified  vulnerable  areas 
I and  organized  response  teams. 

j Regional  plans  and  other  activities  conducted  this  year  benefiting  all 
' communities  include: 

I • The  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  makes 
member  communities  eligible  for  U.S.  Economic  Development  Ad- 
ministration  funding  and  a 10  percent’ bonus  for  public  facility  pro- 

Ijects. 

• The  Transportation  Improvements  Program  (TIP)  which  lists  major 
i projects  in  each  community  for  federal  and  state  funding.  A project 

I;  must  be  included  on  the  TIP  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  these  funds.

( • A Housing  Conversion  and  Rehabilitation  Program  funded  with 

bonus  money  provided  to  SRPEDD  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Hous- 
!;  ing  and  Urban  Development.  The  program  will  provide  grants  to 
; establish  approximately  25  new  housing  units  in  existing  structures 
I throughout  the  region. 

I,  • Marketing  Southeastern  Massachusetts  — SRPEDD  was  actively  in- 
i' volved  in  the  Golden  Connection  effort  in  California  to  attract  high 
technology  industries  to  the  region;  sponsored  a conference  for  over 
100  local  officials  at  Southeastern  Massachusetts  University  on  mar- 
j keting  the  region;  and  prepared  a special  edition  of  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Fact  Book  which  provides  all  the  data  necessary  for 
development  decisions. 

• Certification  by  the  U.S.  Small  Business  Administration  of  the  South 
Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation,  established 
by  SRPEDD.  SEED  will  provide  low-interest,  long-term  financing 
to  small  businesses  in  southeastern  Massachusetts  through  SBA’s 
“503”  Program. 

• SRPEDD  also  conducts  “A-95”  and  environmental  assessment  re- 
views of  state  and  federally  funded  projects;  reviews  of  industrial 
revenue  bonds;  and  reviews  of  all  local  zoning  amendments.  The 
reviews  are  advisory  and  are  oriented  toward  making  proposals  more 
cost-effective  and  feasible. 
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SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member  communities.  As 
the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  municipalities  become  increasingly 
complex,  the  District  can  provide  technical  assistance  to  local  boards,  en- 
courage cooperation  among  communities,  and  provide  a comprehensive 
approach  to  issues  that  cross  local  boundaries.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  responded  to  a total  of  821  runs  in 
1982.  Box  Alarms  totaled  152,  still  alarms,  those  received  by  telephone, 
were  set  at  334.  This  department  also  responded  to  99  service  calls,  and 
236  inspections.  Permits  issued  for  smoke  detectors,  oil  burners,  and 
open  burning  totaled  320. 

Two  people  died  in  an  automobile  fire  in  1982. 

Our  office  at  headquarters  has  been  upgraded  as  a result  of  better 
record  and  report  keeping,  and  a more  efficient  running  of  the  departmen  i 
is  apparent.  A total  of  $1,443.10  was  collected  for  permits  issued. 

Fifty  new  pagers  were  placed  in  service  in  1982,  with  the  results  of 
vastly  improved  communications  with  not  only  our  call  firefighters,  but  ; 
also  our  off  duty  permanent  firefighters.  These  pagers  are  both  AC  as 
well  as  battery  operated  with  the  results  of  no  loss  of  communications 
during  power  outages.  They  are  portable,  and  are  carried  by  all  members  « 
of  our  department.

In  1983,  we  on  the  department,  look  forward  with  anticipation  to  a 
physical  fitness  program.  This  program  will  insure  more  physically  fit 
firefighters,  and  enable  us  to  provide  better  service  to  the  townspeople.  •

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  respectfully  submits  the  following  Annual 
Report  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 

During  the  year  1982,  we  added  one  new  Master  Box>  number  7353. 
This  services  the  new  Dana  Court  Housing  Project. 

Fire  Alarm  has  now  returned  to  the  program  of  testing  fire  alarm 
boxes.  We  are  also  increasing  the  box  speed  to  bring  about  a faster  re- 
sponse. As  of  1982  end,  we  will  have  completed  cleaning,  lubricating, 
and  painting  31  boxes  on  north  circuit  one. 

There  have  been  many  pole  changeovers  due  to  the  Com  Electric  re- 
arrangements to  increase  its  supply  of  light  and  power  to  Fairhaven.  This 
required  transfer  of  our  Fire  Alarm  wires  to  their  new  poles. 

We  eQso  improve  the  response  of  call  firefighters  by  a change  in  the 
radio  system.  Each  man  will  have  a pocket  pager  to  alert  him  of  an 
alarm.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


1982  will  be  remembered  as  the  year  in  which  the  Fairhaven  Police 
Department,  through  superlative  police  work,  made  one  of  the  major 
drug  busts  on  the  East  Coast  of  the  United  States.  Through  the  outstand- 
ing work  of  the  Detective  Department,  including  Omer  “Sonny” 
Blanchette,  Walter  Polchlopek  and  Sergeant  Donald  Duarte,  during  the 
evening  of  November  4th  and  the  morning  of  November  5th  two  trailer 
truckloads  of  marijuana  with  a value  of  $30  million  was  confiscated  by 
the  Fairhaven  Police  Department,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney’s  Office.  This  arrest  culminated  long  hours  of  thorough 
detective  work.  In  addition,  the  arrests  were  made  possible  through  the 
careful  observations  of  waterfront  activities  by  the  regular  Police  Depart- 
ment. As  Police  Chief,  I have  the  highest  praise  and  commendation  for 
all  those  involved.  Obviously,  the  arrests  put  a great  burden  not  only  on 
the  town  but  the  Police  Department  in  protecting  the  evidence  and  I 
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would  like  to  thank  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Selectmen,  the  New 
Bedford  and  other  surrounding  Police  Departments  for  their  assistance. 

I am  sure  the  events  surrounding  this  arrest  will  bring  a warning  to  those 
who  would  use  our  town  for  illegal  activities. 

In  addition,  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  performed  many  other 
protective  measures  for  the  benefit  of  our  townspeople. 

In  1982,  the  Police  Department’s  Highway-Safety  Division  maintained 
its  detailed  and  extensive  safety  education  programs.  Through  Safety 
Officer  Armand  Becotte,  Jr.,  slightly  over  1,200  elementary  school 
children,  as  well  as  the  St.  Joseph  School  students,  were  visited  on  a regu- 
lar basis. 

The  popular  “Beltman”  program,  obtained  through  federal  funding 
was  continued.  This  program,  administered  to  the  close  to  400  kindergar- 
ten and  first  grade  students,  teaches  young  children  all  about  pedestrian 
and  playing  safety.  On  these  same  lines,  over  200  third  grade  students 
were  given  the  “Officer  Bill”  program,  another  popular  safety  education 
delivery. 

In  addition  to  the  younger-geared  safety  programs,  all  the  school 
children  were  visited  an  additional  three  times  in  which  the  on-going  bus 
safety  program  is  continuing  to  be  presented  twice  yearly.  The  extensive 
bicycle  safety  program  has  become  a familiar  portion  of  the  safety  learn- 
ing success,  while  a winter  safety  program  is  also  being  offered. 

In  the  wake  of  the  much  publicized  “drunk  driver”  laws,  the  Police 
Department,  again  through  Officer  Becotte,  has  become  actively  involved 
in  public  awareness  programs.  Officer  Becotte  has  taken  an  active  part  in 
two  “alcohol  awareness”  programs  that  were  presented  at  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University. 

On  October  22,  1982,  the  Massachusetts  AAA  presented  an  award  com- 
manding the  Fairhaven  Police  Department’s  efforts  on  pedestrian  safety 
and  the  programs  that  are  offered  through  the  Safety  Division. 

Our  Safety  Officer  has  also  continued  in  his  efforts  with  our  senior 
citizens  and  has  made  several  presentations  within  our  elderly  housing 
units,  also  dealing  with  safety  education. 

For  the  period  of  January  1,  1982,  through  January  1, 1983,  the  de- 
partment received  57 4 calls  requiring  medical  attention. 

During  1982  Patrolman  Macy  Joseph  continued  to  train  our  citizens 
in  Cardiopulmonary  Resuscitation  and  Emergency  Cardiac  Care. 
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Fifty  students  from  Fairhaven  High  School  were  trained  and  certified  in 
CPR  in  a week  long  program.  Area  restaurants,  a nursery  school,  the 
local  office  of  the  New  England  Telephone  Company,  along  with  many 
private  homes,  entered  this  program. 

Patrolman  Joseph  also  continued  a program  to  help  children  feel  less 
afraid  of  ambulances  and  police  through  visiting  Girl  Scout  and  Boy 
Scout  troops  throughout  the  town.  For  the  year  1982  the  Police  Depart- 
ment answered  a total  of  8,114  complaints. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  department, 
the  Police  Departments  of  the  surrounding  communities,  the  State  Police 
the  office  of  the  District  Attorney,  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  all  the  other  boards  and  their  employees,  and  most  importantly,  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  for  the  cooperation  they  have  offered 
both  me  and  the  department.

These  developments  are  financed  by  a grant  issued  from  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  which  exercises  general  supervision  over  the 
Authority  through  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development 

Dana  Court  our  latest  development  was  dedicated  on  October  10, 1982. 
It  consists  of  forty -nine  (49)  regular  apartments  and  six  (6)  handicapped 
apartments.  This  beautiful  development  is  located  at  180  Adams  Street, 
the  site  of  the  former  Dana  Family  Home,  thus  named,  Dana  Court. 

During  the  year  there  was  a turn  over  of  twelve  (12)  apartments.  There 
were  three  (3)  deaths,  six  (6)  tenants  went  into  nursing  homes  and  three 
(3)  left  to  live  with  their  children. 

The  community  rooms  of  these  developments  are  being  fully  utilized. 
At  McGann  Terrace,  the  following  groups  or  organizations  use  our  facili- 
ties for  meetings,  activities  or  services.

PERSONNEL  BOARD  REPORT 


In  the  eleven  years  of  operation  and  administration  of  the  Personnel 
Board  By-Laws,  the  Board  has  been  concerned  with  a number  of  serious 
issues  namely:  the  education  and  day-to-day  administration  of  the  By- 
Laws,  compensation  and  job  classifications,  revision  of  our  By-Laws,  and 
the  planning  for  the  future  collective  bargaining  process. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  Board’s 
request  for  $3,500  from  the  Reserve  Fund  in  order  to  hire  a consultant 
to  do  a study  for  compensation  and  job  classifications  of  all  non-union 
employees.  This  is  the  first  time  since  the  creation  and  adoption  of  the 
Personnel  Board  and  its  By-Laws  that  such  a survey  is  being  conducted. 
The  problems  concerning  classification  and  compensation  plans  have  in- 
creased. In  view  of  union  wage  increases  negotiated  this  year  there  is  wage 
disparities  between  union  and  non-union  employees.  It  is  hoped  that 
through  the  survey  a more  equitable  settlement  in  both  salary  and  job 
classification  will  be  reached.  The  Personnel  Board  represents  non-union 
employees. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  met  with  employees  whose  morale  was  low 
and  who  requested  better  representation  of  their  problems.  If  these  prob- 
lems are  not  resolved,  employees  will  form  their  own  union.  The  Board 
has  worked  closely  with  other  boards  and  department  heads. 
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Each  one  has  expressed  concern  and  has  offered  different  suggestions  and 
recommendations. 

Hopefully,  through  the  cooperation  and  consideration  given  by  the 
many  boards  in  town  and  Town  Meeting  members,  a satisfactory  con- 
clusion will  be  reached  regarding  present  issues. 

One  concern  that  has  become  apparent  during  this  year  is  that  prob- 
lems concerning  classification  and  compensation  plans  will  increase.  How- 
ever, the  impact  of  these  problems  upon  the  town  can  be  mitigated  with 
proper  future  planning.  The  Personnel  Board  will  continue  to  work  per- 
sistently in  this  direction.  The  Board  expects  to  be  involved  in  all  the 
various  town  departments’  collective  bargaining  processes,  actively  partici- 
pating so  that  all  town  employees  can  be  better  served. 

The  Personnel  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  Town  Meeting  members, 
other  boards,  department  heads,  the  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  and  all 
employees  for  their  help  and  cooperation.  Through  cooperation  and 
consultation,  the  Personnel  Board  will  continue  to  concern  itself  primarily 
with  fair  treatment  toward  employees’  wages  while  remaining  cognizant 
of  the  tax  burdens  all  taxpayers  must  bear.

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TREE  DEPARTMENT 


Reflections  of  1982  begin  with  a look  at  tree  removal  in  the  Town  of 
Fairhaven.  A total  of  twenty-eight  (28)  dead  or  damaged  trees  were  dis- 
carded on  town  property.  Six  (6)  other  trees,  although  healthy,  were 
felled  because  of  street  widening  projects  carried  out  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works.  In  retrospect,  new  maple  and  sycamore  trees  were  planted 
in  various  areas  of  town  as  needed. 

A continual  program  of  tree  maintenance  was  followed  by  the  Tree 
Department.  Our  daily  efforts  were  rewarded  as  there  was  minimal  clean 
up  of  debris  after  a storm. 

Cushman  Park  had  five  (5)  dead  trees  that  needed  removing  this  year, 
as  well  as  others  that  required  extensive  pruning.  Surely  such  a great 
loss  detracts  from  the  beauty  of  a park  area.  Other  parks,  as  well  as 
schools  and  public  properties,  were  cleanly  manicured  to  enhance  their 
foliage. 

A spraying  program  was  put  together  that  allowed  us  to  rid  the  town 
of  just  about  all  the  caterpillars  and  moths  that  were  in  accessible  areas. 
We  went  out  on  a number  of  occasions  to  fulfill  our  yearly  objective  of 
destroying  poison  ivy  with  our  spray  equipment  also.  Because  of  tim- 
ing, proper  preparation  of  chemicals  along  with  knowledgeable  use  and 
maintenance  of  equipment,  the  cost  of  these  projects  was  held  to  a mini- 
mum. 

We  have  been  extremely  conscious  about  carrying  out  a strict  mainten- 
ance program  in  all  phases  of  our  department  in  order  to  reduce  expendi- 
tures and  thus  keep  down  costs  for  the  taxpayers  of  our  town.  Unless 
it  is  virtually  impossible  all  work  was  and  will  continue  to  be  done  at  my 
shop  either  by  myself  or  by  my  crew.

1982  showed  a decrease  in  Notice  of  Intent  Applications  filed  with  the 
Commission.  This  was  probably  due  to  a decline  in  home  construction 
which  has  prevailed  in  Fairhaven  for  the  last  few  years.  With  the  possibil- 
ity of  an  increase  in  the  availability  of  mortgage  money  events  could 
change  in  the  coming  year. 

Wetland  and  dredging  violations  have  occurred  in  West  Island,  East 
Fairhaven  and  the  Acushnet  River.  Appropriate  action  has  been  taken 
by  the  Commision  with  all  complaints  either  resolved  or  in  the  litigation 
process. 

A perennial  environmental  danger  still  existing  in  Fairhaven  today  is 
the  unresolved  problem  of  the  Atlas  Tack  Acid  Pond.  This  lagoon  in 
previous  years  was  used  by  the  firm  as  a basin  for  on  site  manufacturing 
residue  disposal.  In  recent  years  use  of  the  lagoon  has  been  discontinued 
but  contamination  still  remains.  Tests  by  DEQE  performed  this  year  in- 
dicate that  sludge  contents  exhibit  a potential  harm  to  the  environment 
due  to  improper  storage  and  disposal.  It  will  be  a main  concern  of  the 
Commission  to  see  that  this  lagoon  is  permanently  and  safely  closed  within 
the  next  year.

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LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 


GIFTS 

It  has  been  fortunate  for  the  Library  that  our  borrowers  have  been  so 
generous  every  year  in  donating  books,  paper  backs  and  magazines. 

Many  of  our  library  friends  have  died  this  year  and  memorial  books 
have  been  given  by  their  friends  and  relatives.  A sizeable  memorial  fund 
was  established  at  the  death  of  Robert  A.  Mitchell.  These  monies  have 
been  combined  with  Louise  Mitchell’s  memorial  funds  which  were 
donated  at  the  time  of  her  death  in  1981. 

The  Marjorie  Wilbor  Baylis,  The  Mildred  O.  Tunstall  and  the  Thornton 
Richards  III  Memorial  Book  Funds  have  been  increased  during  the  year. 

A valuable  collection  of  Art  and  Music  books  was  sent  to  us  by  Miss 
Quaintance  Eaton  of  New  York  City.  Miss  Eaton  is  an  author  of  books 
on  music. 

Other  contributions  were  sent  to  add  to  the  library’s  adornment.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Merritt  Huckins  of  South  Dartmouth  donated  a woven  silk 
tapestry  of  the  Golden  Pavilion  in  Kyoto,  Japan.  Miss  Jean  Campbell 
gave  a Japanese  ceramic  “Hakata”  doll.  Both  of  these  items  are  in  the 
Art  Room.  A very  delicate  Japanese  exhibit  “The  Growth  of  the  Cul- 
tured Pearl,“  given  by  Mrs.  Helen  Bauer,  is  in  a case  in  the  Lewin  Room. 
The  new  Samurai  Sword  has  been  placed  in  the  first  wall  case  in  the  Art 
Room  with  two  Imari  plates  donated  by  Mr.  Tadao  Toyama  of  Tokyo 
and  Dr.  Tadashi  Kikuoka  of  Seton  Hall  University. 

Mr.  Thomas  B.  Card,  late  of  Dartmouth,  remembered  the  Library  in 
his  will;  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Rogers  presented  us  with  a generous  donation 
as  did  Mrs.  William  K.  Laughlin,  a great-granddaughter  of  H.  H.  Rogers. 
Mrs.  Florence  A.  Carpenter,  a long-time  trustee,  sent  us  her  birthday  gift. 
Miss  Helen  Bryant  remembered  us  with  a donation  in  appreciation  as  did 
The  Fairhaven  Mother’s  Club  and  the  Seaspray  Chapter  of  the  Embroider- 
ers’ Guild  of  America.  The  Colonial  Club  remembers  its  deceased  mem- 
bers with  donations  to  the  Library. 

Another  item  of  interest  is  the  swordfish  sword  mounted  on  a beautiful 
wooden  stand  presented  to  us  by  Mrs.  Natalie  Gaulke  whose  husband. 
Captain  Erich  Gaulke,  was  the  craftsman.  This  can  be  seen  in  the  Scrim- 
shaw case  in  the  Art  Room. 
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SAMURAI  SWORD  II 

On  July  the  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  Viscount  Ishii, 
Japanese  Ambassador  to  the  United  States,  presented  a Samurai  sword 
to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  the  gift  of  Dr.  Toichiro  Nakahama  of  Tokyo, 
in  commemoration  of  the  rescue  of  his  father,  Manjiro  Nakahama,  by 
Captain  William  H.  Whitfield  of  Fairhaven. 

On  September  the  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy -seven,  the 
sword  was  stolen,  and  for  almost  five  years  the  search  was  on  for  its  re- 
covery. People  from  all  over  the  world  expressed  their  sympathy  to  an 
incredulous  township. 

Dr.  Tadashi  Kikuoka,  Director  of  Japanese  Studies  at  Seton  Hall 
University,  visited  Fairhaven  on  several  occasions  and  comprehended  the 
extent  of  the  disaster  that  had  taken  place.  He  returned  to  his  Univer- 
sity with  the  intention  of  starting  a fund-raising  campaign.  Monies  ob- 
tained would  be  used  to  replace  with  another  sword  that  first  token  of 
the  warm  friendship  between  Japan  and  the  United  States  — thus  re- 
establishing the  continuity  of  a relationship  that  has  never  been  broken. 

On  June  the  twelfth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty -two.  Dr.  Kikuoka 
presented  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  the  second  Samurai  sword  on  be- 
half of  the  Japanese  Studies  Association,  Seton  Hall  University.  This 
sword  has  been  placed  in  the  Rogers  Room  of  The  Millicent  Library. 

Dr.  Kikuoka  has  written  and  compiled  a booklet  covering  many  aspects 
of  Manjiro ’s  life  as  well  as  the  program  of  the  presentation.  Messages 
from  the  Nakahama  and  Whitfield  families  and  the  donors  who  made  this 
gift  possible  are  also  included.  This  document  is  a tribute  to  its  author 
whose  sensitive  understanding  has  regained  for  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  — 
a value  that  had  become  a part  of  its  heritage. 

ADULT  PROGRAMS 

The  Thursday  morning  Adult  Programs  were  a great  success.  The 
Spring  Series  ran  for  seven  weeks:  the  film  “Robert  Frost’s  New  England” 
with  Earl  J.  Dias  reading  some  of  the  poems  and  discussing  the  poet  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  film;  Donald  Varney  of  Fairhaven  displaying  his  cactus 
plants  and  lecturing  on  raising  these  plants;  Mrs.  Eliot  S.  Knowles  with  an 
illustrated  lecture  on  “Understanding  Picasso;”  Henry  T.  Callan  with  an 
illustrated  lecture  on  “Decorating  Old  Houses;”  another  repeat  perform- 
ance of  the  ballet  film  “Peter  Rabbit  & Tales  of  Beatrix  Potter;”  Maxi- 
millian  Ferro  of  the  Preservation  Partnership  in  New  Bedford  with  his 
illustrated  lecture  on  “The  Rogers  Buildings  of  Fairhaven;”  and  the  show- 
ing of  an  often  requested  film  classic,  “Whiskey  Galore”  or  “Tight  Little 
Island”  as  it  was  originally  named. 
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In  the  Fall  Series  there  eight  weeks  of  excellent  presentations.  Mrs. 
Ayako  Rooney  of  Acushnet  gave  a demonstration  of  Japanese  flower 
arranging;  the  Irish  film  “The  Book  of  Kells”  was  a requested  repeat. 

Mr.  Earl  J.  Dias  gave  a delightful  explanation  of  the  significance  of  this 
work  at  the  conclusion  of  the  film;  Dr.  Alan  Hankin,  Director  of  the 
Lloyd  Center  for  Environmental  Studies  in  Potomska,  brought  a slide 
program  of  the  Center’s  activities;  one  of  the  film  series  “The  Magic 
Dance”  featured  Margot  Fonteyn;  a lecture  on  Martha’s  Vineyard  by 
Everett  S.  Allen  was  most  interesting  following  the  recent  publication 
of  his  book  “Martha’s  Vineyard,  an  Elegy,  1925  — 1980.”  Mr.  Allen  is 
a long-time  Trustee  of  the  Library.  The  program  continued  with  the 
1948  film  classic  “Passport  to  Pimlico;”  Leonard  Pierce,  recently  re- 
turned from  a study  program  in  Great  Britain,  gave  us  a beautiful  slide 
program  on  North  Wales,  the  people  and  the  culture.  The  season  ended 
with  the  annual  presentation  of  Dylan  Thomas’  “A  Child’s  Christmas  in 
Wales,”  the  film  preceded  by  a reading  of  the  poem  by  Miss  Dorothea 
Pauli. 

THE  CHILDREN’S  DEPARTMENT 

Summer  arts  and  crafts  programs  for  children  were  very  well  attended. 
These  included  T-shirt  printing,  clay  dough  sculpting,  scrimshaw,  decou- 
page  and  potato  printing.  A magic  show  by  Jon  Stetson  highlighted  the 
season.  “The  Alligator  Reading  Club”  was  another  attraction. 

There  were  also  the  usual  field  trips  to  the  Library  by  Fairhaven  and 
New  Bedford  school  children  and  Scout  troops.  The  Children’s 
Librarian  visited  classrooms  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  to  present  new 
children’s  books  for  summer  recreation. 

The  Tuesday  morning  pre-school  story  hours  continued  throughout 
the  school  year  with  a month’s  break  after  the  Christmas  season. 

STAR  RESEARCH  PROJECT 

In  1982,  The  Millicent  Library  project  on  THE  FAIRHAVEN  STAR 
entered  the  sixth  year  since  its  inception  on  August  of  1977.  Over  this 
period,  sixteen  women  volunteers  have  worked  four  or  five  mornings  a 
week  in  offices  located  in  the  lower  floors  of  the  Library.  Every  copy 
of  THE  FAIRHAVEN  STAR  (1879-1967)  has  been  carefully  examined. 

One  hundred  subjects  pertinent  to  town  affairs  (civic,  religious,  social, 
medical,  historical,  etc.)  have  been  researched.  Names  of  hundreds  of 
persons  living  in  Fairhaven  during  the  period  concerned  have  been  re- 
corded, and  cards  indicating  where,  in  the  STAR,  pertinent  material  is 
located  have  been  entered  in  two  filing  cabinets. 
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It  is  estimated  that  80,000  such  filing  cards  are  available  carrying  some 
180,000  entries. 

The  old  copies  of  the  STAR  have  all  been  mended  and  micro-filmed, 
and  the  material  is  becoming  valuable  to  researchers  as  its  access  is  assured. 

The  work  has  been  done  under  the  direction  of  Mabel  Hoyle  Knipe,  who 
is  currently  assisted  by  Thelma  Finan,  Alda  Hayward,  Ernestine  Locke 
and  Dorothea  Pauli. 

Mrs.  Knipe  has  herself  used  the  STAR  material  to  research  and  write 
eleven  booklets  dealing  with  various  aspects  of  town  history.  These  may 
be  purchased  at  the  Library  where  researchers  in  town  history  are  wel- 
come, Monday  through  Thursday  from  9 to  12  noon  — to  pursue  their 
own  research  in  the  STAR  research  offices. 

THE  ART  ROOM 

The  mini-art  exhibits  which  change  monthly  and  feature  local  artists 
displayed  some  very  fine  work  this  year.  Our  viewers  have  increased  in 
numbers  and  the  enthusiasm  for  the  displays  has  resulted  in  sales  from 
many  of  the  shows. 

In  January,  Leo  Amaral  of  New  Bedford  brought  in  lovely  oils  and 
watercolors;  February,  Diane  Larson  of  East  Bridgewater  brightened  the 
winter  with  large  watercolors  of  flowers;  March,  Elaine  A.  Silva  of  New 
Bedford  presented  photographs;  April,  Philip  Gidley  of  New  Bedford  had 
a fine  collection  of  oils;  May,  Derek  Szteliga  from  the  Wareham  Junior 
High  School  and  a pupil  of  Pamela  Thayer  showed  his  oil  paintings;  in 
June,  some  magnificent  hooked  rugs  done  by  the  late  Mrs.  Marian  Hiller 
of  Fairhaven  were  loaned  to  us  by  her  husband,  Raymond  Hiller;  in  July, 
Christy  Gunnels,  an  art  teacher  and  a popular  local  exhibitor,  brought  in 
her  latest  oils;  in  August,  Mrs.  Edna  Olson  of  Fairhaven  had  a large  col- 
lection of  oils;  the  September  exhibit  was  unique  — a first  for  the 
Library  — Mrs.  Andrea  Kenney  of  New  Bedford,  an  instructor  in  calligra- 
phy, presented  a show  of  her  own  work  and  other  professionals  in  the 
field.  This  display  was  a true  inspiration.  In  October,  Mrs.  Andree  , 

Goulart  of  Feiirhaven  brought  in  her  oils  of  local  scenes  and  sold  out  her 
exhibit;  Arthur  Moniz  of  Fairhaven  was  the  artist  for  November  and 
brought  his  second  show  to  the  Library  in  two  years.  His  pictures  were 
done  in  oils  and  acrylics.  The  year  ended  with  a showing  of  pictures 
owned  by  the  Librarian  done  by  local  artists.  The  theme  of  this  exhibit 
was  “Some  of  My  Favorite  Things.” 

The  Library  plans  to  continue  this  program  started  for  us  by  the 
Creative  Arts  Council  of  the  Unitarian  Church. 
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TRUSTEES  AND  STAFF 

Mr.  Everett  S.  Allen  has  just  had  his  seventh  book  published,  “Martha’s 
Vineyard:  an  Elegy,  1925  — 1980.”  Very  favorable  reviews  are  appear- 
ing on  the  national  level  supporting  the  opinion  that  this  is  one  of  Mr. 
Allen’s  best  efforts. 

I Mrs.  Alfred  P.  Wilbor,  former  principal  and  teacher  at  the  Rogers 
School  was  honored  in  June  for  her  many  years  of  devotion  to  her  pro- 
fession and  the  school.  The  Rogers  School  Auditorium  was  dedicated 
to  her  and  a reception  followed  at  the  Unitarian  Church  Parish  House. 

The  Librarian  received  the  Fairhaven  Educator’s  Award  in  May  at 
their  annual  meeting.  She  was  presented  with  a citation  from  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  and  a plaque  which  reads: 

1 “Friend  of  Education,  Rita  E.  Steele,  Fairhaven  Educators  Association, 

I May  28,  1982.” 

The  Librarian  gave  several  book  talks  in  the  greater  New  Bedford  area 
and  presented  film  and  slide  programs  to  many  local  groups. 

The  staff  had  some  changes  this  year.  In  June,  Mrs.  Lillian  Schmidt, 
Assistant  Librarian  and  Cataloger  for  almost  twenty -eight  valuable  years, 
retired.  Miss  Carolyn  Longworth,  who  was  the  Children’s  Librarian,  has 
taken  over  the  duties  of  Cataloger  and  has  agreed  to  maintain  the  pre- 
school story  hours  and  the  summer  programs  for  children. 

Mrs.  Diane  Boisnier,  a former  part-time  worker  and  candidate  for  a 
Masters  Degree  in  Library  Science  at  The  University  of  Rhode  Island,  is 
now  working  as  a full-time  Library  Technician. 

The  library  staff  has  consisted  of  loyal  and  able  workers,  many  for 
almost  three  decades;  and  any  changes  in  personnel  have  been  to  the 
I public’s  advantage  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

I The  two  portraits  of  Tsar  Peter  the  Great  of  Russia  and  Queen 
j Catherine  I of  Russia  by  Arnold  Van  Boonen  were  sold  by  Christie’s, 
j New  York. 

These  paintings  had  been  on  loan  to  the  Russian  Department  at 
Harvard  University.  Because  there  was  no  longer  a need  for  them  at  the 
Center,  it  was  advantageous  for  us  to  dispose  of  them.  One  result  of  the 
sale  was  the  ability  of  the  Library  to  buy  a long-needed  Microfilm  Reader- 
^ Printer. 
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The  following  groups  have  made  use  of  the  library  facilities  for  meet- 
ings during  the  year:  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Bradford-Russell 
Home,  the  Council  of  Women’s  Organizations,  the  DAR,  Delta  Kappa 
Gamma,  both  Eta  and  Psi  Chapters,  the  Embroiderers’  Guild  of  America, 
Seaspray  Chapter,  The  Fairhaven  Historical  Society,  The  Fairhaven  His- 
torical Commission,  the  Fairhaven  Community  Nursing  Association,  the 
Fairhaven  High  School  Alumni  Association,  The  Fairhaven  Mother’s 
Club,  The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools,  Pre-school  testing  and  High  School 
testing,  the  Flu  Clinic,  the  Friendly  Visitors  from  the  YWCA,  the 
Veterans  from  the  Kendrick  House  in  Wareham  and  the  Value  Line  In- 
vestment Club. 

Many  Japanese  came  to  the  library  in  1982.  In  May,  nine  business 
men  from  the  Japan  Fastener  Research  & Engineering  Co.,  Tokyo, 
toured  Fairhaven  and  saw  our  documentary  file  on  Manjiro  Nakahama. 

In  October,  The  New  England  Chapter  of  the  Society  of  Architectural 
Historians  and  the  Victorian  Society  in  America  toured  New  Bedford  and 
Fairhaven  ending  the  day  at  the  Library. 

There  has  been  an  increased  use  in  our  AV  equipment  and  the  enjoy- 
ment of  our  films  by  local  groups. 

BOOKMOBILE 

As  we  enter  our  twenty-sixth  year  of  service  with  our  MiUicent  Library 
Bookmobile,  it  is  with  a feeling  of  pride  and  satisfaction  that  we  look 
back  on  these  years.  We  have  had  a fine  relationship  with  our  public,  and 
it  has  been  a joy  to  share  with  them  our  experiences. 

The  scheduled  stops,  three  afternoons  a week,  have  been  the  same  over 
the  years,  sometimes  stopping  at  schools,  or  in  driveways,  or  where  neces- 
sary beside  the  road.  Our  patrons  have  included  pre-primary  youngsters, 
grammar  and  high  school  students,  summer  visitors  and  many  of  our  senio 
citizens. 

We  have  gone  to  homes  for  the  elderly,  and  made  deposits  at  several 
locations.  We  have  taken  the  bookmobile  to  various  towns  who  were  con-' 
sidering  bookmobiles,  and  have  shown  townspeople  there  what  services 
can  be  offered.  We  have  endeavored  to  keep  a fluid  collection  for  all  ages, 
and  have  managed  to  supply  records  for  the  youngsters  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  Mrs.  Philip  Young,  our  donor,  and  her  family.  We  have  enjoyed 
our  bookmobile  tremendously,  and  look  forward  to  carrying  on  this  fine 
work  for  many  more  years. 
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STATISTICS 

The  library  added  2,428  books  to  its  collection  and  discarded  197 
leaving  a total  of  84,346  on  the  shelves.  2,575  items  were  cataloged. 

Total  circulation  was  84,265.  1,687  borrowers  registered,  making  the 
total  of  library  users  5,016  or  31.4%  of  the  population.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND  SUPERINTENDENT 


As  required  by  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  72,  Sections  3 and  4,  we 
are  pleased  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Fairhaven  Public 
Schools  for  the  fiscal  year  1982. 

As  usual,  the  majority  of  the  information  contained  in  this  report 
deals  with  the  1982  fiscal  year,  which  is  coincident  with  the  1981-82 
school  year.  However,  since  the  report  is  written  in  January,  1983,  the 
majority  of  the  narrative  information  relates  to  the  current  fiscal  year 
and/or  the  current  school  year  1982-83. 

INTRODUCTION 

Obviously  a report  of  this  nature,  due  to  space  limitations,  cannot  be- 
gin to  deal  with  the  myriad  of  problems,  solutions,  and  accommodations 
which  are  necessary  in  operating  schools  during  such  a period  of  fiscal 
retrenchment.  Currently  we  are  in  the  process  of  compiling  and  working 
through  our  budget  process  for  the  fiscal  year  1984.  The  restraints 
placed  upon  municipalities  in  Massachusetts  under  Propostion  2V2  have 
been  successfully  met  in  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  with  the  minimum 
of  trauma.  We  have  had  a substantial  reduction  in  the  enrollment  of 
public  schools  due  primarily  to  two  factors: 

1.  the  declining  of  the  birth  rate,  which  Fairhaven  as  well  as  other 
communities  around  the  nation  have  experienced  since  1972,  and 

2.  the  increasing  percentage  of  those  enrolled  at  the  secondary 
level  who  have  opted  to  enroll  in  the  Regional  Voccational  School. 

During  the  past  four  years  of  restricted  taxing  ability,  we  have  been 
more  successful  than  most  school  systems.  Fairhaven ’s  relative  wealth 
has  made  us  the  recipient  of  increased  state  aid  and  a declining  enroll- 
ment has  allowed  us  to  reduce  staff  positions  by  closing  of  Tripp  and 
Anthony  Schools  without  significant  reduction  in  services.  However, 
since  the  Fairhaven  Schools  have  never  been  in  a particularly  affluent 
position  with  respect  to  available  funds,  we  have  never  been  in  the  posi- 
tion of  having  had  surplus  or  superfluous  personnel  for  operating  programs 
which  might  have  been  nice,  helpful,  or  otherwise  convenient  to  have. 

We  have  always  had  a good  basic  educational  program  and  have  been 
staffed  very  moderately  in  all  areas  including  not  the  teaching  staff,  but 
the  service  and  ancillary  staff  and  the  administrative  staff.  I make  these 
generalizations  based  upon  examination  of  relative  statistics  from  other 
school  districts  of  our  same  size  and  relative  financial  ability. 


In  looking  toward  the  next  fiscal  year,  I predict  that  for  the  first  time 
we  are  going  to  seriously  feel  the  impact  of  Proposition  2V2.  There  are 
no  more  schools  to  close,  and  since  we  are  so  close  to  the  bone  very  few 
additional  personnel  can  be  terminated  without  cutting  into  programs 
and  services  which  are  essential  to  children. 

It  is  going  to  be  essential  to  the  welfare  of  our  students  that  the  School 
Committee  identify  and  hold  fast  to  minimally  acceptable  subjective 
criteria  for  operating  effective  schools.  The  first  and  foremost  responsi- 
bility of  a School  Committee  is  to  provide  for  the  effective  instruction  of 
students.  Therefore,  they  have  the  responsibility  to  provide  support  for 
effective  school  programs,  to  expand  efforts  to  obtain  equitable  funding 
for  school  programs,  and  to  interpret  to  the  public  the  goals  of  the  school 
I system.  Therefore,  we  believe  that  the  following  six  criteria,  although  very 
I subjectively  stated,  should  remain  first  and  foremost  in  the  minds  of  the 
j School  Committee  and  the  public  in  determining  the  allocation  of  fiscal 
Ijl  resources  to  operate  the  public  schools.  These  criteria  are  as  follows: 

I 1.  Central  Office  Leadership  — The  Superintendent  is  the  educa- 

tional leader,  responsible  for  the  schools  and  to  the  community  for 
' which  he  works.  The  Superintendent  must  have  the  staffing  to  ensure 
that  schools  have  effective  administrative  leadership  primarily  to  sup- 
! port  instruction,  teachers  who  have  high  expectations  for  students, 
ij  and  ultimately  students  whose  achievement  is  more  than  just  satisfac- 
i tory. 

f 

I 2.  Administrative  Leadership  ~ Principals  serve  as  instructional 

I leaders  in  their  schools  and  assist  teachers  to  meet  instructional  goals. 

They  must  articulate  a philosophy  of  education,  goals  for  the  schools 
j and  criteria  for  school  programs.  Building  administrators  must  foster 
j an  atmosphere  of  cooperation  and  share  with  the  faculty  in  assuming 

[ the  responsibility  for  creating  an  atmosphere  conducive  to  learning. 

3.  School  Environment  —Since  schools  provide  an  environment 
conducive  to  learning,  that  also  makes  students  feel  secure  in  their 
primary  job  of  learning.  It  must  be  assured  that  schools  are  free  of 
disruption  and  excessive  noise;  the  buildings  and  grounds  are  clean, 

1 neat,  and  in  good  repair.  Since  classrooms  are  primarily  places  for 
[ learning,  they  must  be  kept  free  from  distraction  and  from  unwarrant- 
I ed  disruption. 

[ 

‘ 4.  Classroom  Management  — Teachers  should  be  given  the  opportu- 

nity to  spend  the  greatest  portion  of  classroom  time  on  substantive 
teaching  details,  rather  than  on  maintaining  discipline  or  “housekeep- 
ing details.”  We  must  assure  that  the  largest  segment  of  instructional 
( ; time  be  devoted  to  teaching  and  learning  the  basic  skills  or  reading. 
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writing,  and  mathematics,  while  not  neglecting  other  subject  areas  as 
appropriate  for  the  grade  level.  Homework  should  be  regularly 
assigned  and  examined,  and  the  teachers  must  evaluate  students  fre- 
quently to  determine  if  they  are  learning  what  is  intended  to  be 
taught.  The  students  should  be  informed  of  their  progress  and  the  re- 
sults of  their  progress  should  be  shared  with  parents  in  an  effective 
manner. 

5.  Expectations  for  Students  — All  teachers  and  administrators  be- 
lieve, or  should  believe,  that  all  students  are  capable  of  learning  and 
expect  them  to  learn.  The  instructional  program  should  reflect  this 
belief;  the  expectations  of  the  instructional  program  should  be  explicit 
and  understood  by  students,  parents,  and  the  community.  The  schools 
should  attempt  to  make  parents  deal  with  the  objectives  of  the  instruc- 
tional program  and  encourage  their  participation  in  their  children’s 
learning.  Children  with  special  needs  should  be  included  in  the  total 
educational  program  of  the  school.  Standards  of  student  behavior 
should  be  fair  and  demanding,  not  arbitrary  and  they  should  be 
clearly  stated  and  publicized. 

6.  Student  Performance  — The  most  important  criteria  for  the 
consideration  of  the  School  Committee,  the  administrative  staff,  as 
well  as  the  teaching  staff,  is  that  of  the  student’s  performance.  We 
must  produce  and  maintain  schools  which,  at  a minimum,  require  that 
students  achieve  the  performances  set  for  the  basic  skills.  The  perform- 
ance of  low  achievement  students  should  show  improvement  over  time 
and  the  analysis  of  testing  data  should  show  this  improvement. 

The  foregoing  criteria  of  effective  school  systems,  which  are  promul- 
gated by  the  State  Department  of  Education  Task  Force  on  Student 
Achievement  and  Effective  Schools  are  considered  to  be  our  prime 
criteria  for  judging  how  well  we  are  performing  our  responsibilities  for 
maintaining  your  schools. 

We  are  aware  that  school  systems,  their  administration  and  school 
committees  are  subject  to  many  and  varied  expectations.  We  are  also 
aware  that  there  are  many  limitations  to  which  the  schools  are  subject. 
Some  of  these  limitations  are: 

1.  Schools  are  limited  by  the  degree  to  which  parents  and  other 
citizens  have  confidence  in  them,  the  degree  to  which  they  encourage 
young  people  to  learn,  and  by  the  standards  set  for  this  accomplish- 
ment; 

2.  There  will  always  be  a segment  of  the  public  which  is  dissatis- 
fied with  the  present  quality  of  teaching  and  learning; 


3.  Peaks  of  excellence  do  not  ever  replace  the  concern  that  too 
many  students  do  not  meet  basic  minimum  standards;  and  that 

4.  There  are  varying  perceptions  in  both  the  staff  and  general 
public  as  to  the  priorities  which  should  be  assigned  in  the  allocation 
of  diminished  financial  resources. 

PROGRAMS 

This  year  has  brought  a change  in  the  method  of  federal  fund  alloca- 
tion in  many  of  our  federal  grant  areas.  A number  of  individual  federal 
acts  were  brought  together  into  the  Education  Consolidation  and  Im- 
provement Act  (ECIA),  Chapter  II.  Fairhaven’s  share  of  the  State 
allocation  for  ECIA  was  $20,254.00.  As  in  the  case  of  almost  all  federal 
funds,  these  monies  must  be  utilized  to  supplement  rather  supplant  local 
funding.  In  other  words,  we  must  use  them  for  new  programs  and  ser- 
vices rather  than  to  replace  monies  that  would  be  raised  through  local 
taxation.  The  School  Committee  has  made  a long-term  commitment  to 
apply  our  Chapter  II  funds  for  the  next  several  years  toward  the  intro- 
duction of  computers  in  the  public  schools.  Development  of  computer 
literacy  and  programming  skills  priorities  for  pupils  would  appear  to  be 
a survival  skill  of  necessity  if  they  are  to  survive  in  the  technologically 
oriented  world  before  them.  The  funds  this  year  have  been  used  to  up- 
grade the  capabilities  of  computers  previously  acquired  through  federal 
funding.  In  addition,  a microcomputer /word-processing  unit  has  been 
provided  for  the  Office  Simulation  Program  at  the  High  School.  Micro- 
computers and  software  have  also  been  introduced  at  Hastings  Junior 
High  School  and  will  be  utilized  for  a variety  of  purposes.  As  the  avail- 
ability of  federal  funding  permits,  computer  instruction  will  be  intro- 
duced at  the  elementary  school  level  as  well. 

Thirty-five  (35)  of  Fairhaven’s  teachers  have  participated  in  a fifty- 
hour  in-service  training  program  in  computer  technology  and  are  pre- 
pared for  the  introduction  of  computers  to  their  classrooms  as  funding 
permits  the  acquisition  of  hardware  and  software. 

Annual  testing  utilizing  nationally  standardized  test  instruments  con- 
tinued during  the  past  year  at  grades  2 through  6,  8,  and  10.  Fairhaven 
pupils  again  scored  well  above  national  norms  in  reading,  mathematics 
and  language  arts  skills. 

Fairhaven  has  continued  the  operation  of  its  Chapter  I (formerly 
Title  I)  program  during  the  past  school  year.  This  activity  provides  tu- 
torial services  for  students  in  reading  for  Grades  2 through  12  and  mathe- 
matics for  students  in  Grades  1 through  8.  In  an  attempt  to  effectively 
meet  the  remedial  needs  of  students,  small  group  instruction  is  provided 
on  a daily  basis  using  motivational  supplementary  materials. 
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Because  of  a 15  percent  decrease  in  Chapter  I funding,  we  have  had  to  re- 
lease two  ( 2)  of  our  instructional  staff  members.  The  program  now  con- 
sists of  four  (4)  tutors  at  the  secondary  level  and  eight  (8)  at  the 
elementary  level,  who  service  approximately  370  pupils  systemwide. 

The  closing  of  the  Anthony  School  required  the  reassignment  of  its 
students  during  the  past  year.  The  School  Committee,  after  examining 
many  options  for  the  assignment  of  these  pupils,  established  an  open- 
enrollment  policy.  This  permits  parents  to  enroll  their  children  in  any  of 
Fairhaven’s  four  remaining  elementary  schools,  provided  that  certain 
criteria  regarding  class  size  and  good  educational  practice  are  met.  The 
majority  of  the  Anthony  School  pupils  entered  the  East  Fairhaven  School 
and  the  transition,  for  the  most  part,  went  smoothly. 

The  upgrading  of  curriculum  has  for  the  most  part  come  to  a standstill 
during  the  past  several  years.  The  restrictions  of  Proposition  2V2  have 
prevented  any  in-depth  examination  and  revision  during  this  period.  This 
poses  a very  serious  danger  to  the  integrity  of  the  curriculum  and  the 
resulting  quality  of  instruction,  and  could,  if  left  to  continue,  have  a pro- 
found influence  on  schooling  in  Fairhaven  in  the  coming  years.  The 
public  school  curriculum  always  has,  and  should  be,  in  a state  of  constant 
examination.  It  should  be  altered,  not  for  the  sake  of  change,  but  rather 
to  meet  changes  in  the  world  in  which  the  student  presently  exists,  as 
well  as  the  world  which  we  can  project  for  his  future. 

Fairhaven  has  been  spending  far  less  than  the  State  average  per  pupil 
for  textbooks  and  other  instructional  material  for  several  years.  If  this 
continues,  eventually  a massive  infusion  of  funds  will  be  required  to  up- 
grade our  curriculum  offerings  so  that  some  modicum  of  quality  may  be 
retained.  Just  as  our  buildings  have  been  left  to  crumble  and  fall  due  to 
lack  of  constant  maintenance  effort,  if  a constant  maintenance  effort  is 
not  applied  to  the  curriculum  which  is  the  heart  of  our  educational  sys- 
tem, it  will  do  likewise. 

Closely  related  to  the  needs  for  adequate  instructional  strategies  and 
materisd  is  the  need  for  professional  and  support  staff.  While  the  pupil  » 
population  in  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  has  declined  12.5  percent 
over  the  past  five-year  period,  our  teaching  staff  was  reduced  15  percent. 
Our  support  and  administrative  personnel  saw  a 27  percent  reduction 
and  clerical,  custodial,  and  maintenance  staffing  was  cut  by  17  percent. 
Forty  (40)  professional  and  classified  staff  member’s  positions  have  been 
eliminated  during  this  period,  not  counting  food  service  personnel. 

The  citizens  of  this  Town  should  clearly  understand  that  further  re- 
duction in  personnel,  textbooks,  and  other  curriculum  materials  will 
have  a marked  deleterious  effect  on  the  education  pupils  in  Fairhaven 
will  receive. 
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The  Fairhaven  High  School  has  been  the  recipient  of  the  ten-year 
evaluation  and  accreditation  program  of  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  This  evaluation  was  conducted  by  the  NEASC 
March  27-31,  1982.  The  prime  concern  of  this  evaluation  process  and 
the  task  of  the  evaluation  team  was  to  assess  the  quality  of  the  educa- 
tional program. 

Some  of  the  specific  observations  which  the  Visiting  Committee  high- 
lighted during  the  three-day  visit  were  as  follows: 

1.  Fairhaven  High  School  was  essentially  a good  school. 

2.  There  was  much  obvious  pride  by  the  students,  staff,  and  com- 
munity in  the  uniqueness  of  the  building. 

3.  It  was  evident  that  the  administration,  staff,  and  students 
genuinely  liked  their  shcool. 

4.  Students  feel  challenged  by  their  courses  and  perceive  their 
teachers  as  being  supportive  of  their  endeavors. 

5.  The  students  of  the  school  exhibited  a very  positive  attitude 
toward  the  staff  and  administration,  and  feel  that  all  school  person- 
nel are  putting  forth  great  effort  to  provide  them  with  a sound  educa- 
tion. 


6.  There  is  a high  degree  of  cooperation  among  the  staff  in  the  de- 
: livery  of  the  best  possible  educational  services  to  their  students. 

I 7.  The  Committee  regarded  the  school  atmosphere  as  being 
excellent. 

8.  The  Committee  found  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  be  the 
accepted  responsible  leader,  as  perceived  by  his  staff,  students,  and 
community. 

The  Committee  suggested  that  much  more  attention  needs  to  be 
focused  in  the  area  of  educational  media.  They  found  the  library  to  be 
small  and  crowded  and  much  of  the  material  contained  therein  as  out- 
dated. They  recommended  the  need  for  attention  by  administration, 
staff,  and  community  to  the  development  and  implementation  of  a 
means  by  which  to  implement  the  statement  in  the  school’s  philosophy 
— “a  willingness  to  initiate  and  sponsor  change  and  modifications  may 
be  realized  so  that  a sensitivity  to  student  problems  in  a changing  world 
will  become  a reality.” 
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other  highlights  throughout  the  school  year  include  the  restoration 
which  has  been  conducted  by  the  Fairhaven  High  School  Alumni 
Restoration  Committee.  The  primary  areas  targeted  were  the  beautiful 
plaster  and  woodwork  restoration  in  Room  7 and  the  corridors  on  the 
first  floor  in  the  main  building.  Room  7 had  a complete  facelift,  from 
the  floor  to  the  ceiling.  The  only  thing  that  remains  to  be  done  in  this 
room  is  the  refinishing  of  the  student  desks  and  chairs.  The  Restoration 
Committee  has  a number  of  other  projects  to  be  completed  in  the  follow- 
ing year. 

The  School  Committee  committed  the  Rogers  Family  Trust  for  the 
restoration  of  plastering  in  a number  of  rooms,  in  the  walls  and  ceilings 
on  the  basement  level,  and  in  the  resurfacing  of  the  gymnasium  track, 
which  was  long  overdue  for  replacement. 

A number  of  new  programs  were  added,  as  a result  of  the  acquisition 
of  new  equipment  through  federal  funding.  The  Mathematics  Depart- 
ment received  additional  microcomputer  equipment  and  software,  which 
was  used  to  update  and  expand  the  computer  center.  The  Business  De- 
partment has  acquired  their  own  IBM  wordprocessing  computer.  They 
also  will  be  using  this  computer  in  the  accounting  curriculum.  For  the 
first  time,  in  a great  many  years,  we  now  have  a Debating  Team  which 
meets  after  school.  The  College  Board  scores,  which  in  Fairhaven  as 
well  as  other  schools  across  the  nation  have  declined  during  the  past  few 
years,  have  seen  an  improvement  this  year.  Materials  have  been  pur- 
chased to  assist  students  to  better  understand  the  College  Board  testing 
program.  Math  and  English  classes  use  these  materials  during  the  classes 
in  the  school  year.  These  should  help  those  students  who  are  marginal 
college  candidates,  as  well  as  those  who  are  above-average  students. 

Two  hundred  and  seven  diplomas  were  awarded  to  the  Class  of  1982 
by  the  School  Committee  Chairman,  Mr.  Robert  Foster.  Scholarship 
monies  at  the  commencement  were  awarded  in  excess  of  $25,000  and 
approximately  25  percent  of  the  class  received  one  or  more  scholarship 
grants. 

Hastings  Junior  High  School  has  continued  to  follow  its  philosophy 
of  preparing  young  people  for  useful,  constructive  American  citizenship. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  intellectual,  moral,  emotional,  physical,  and  social 
development  of  adolescents.  In  these  insecure  times,  our  teaching  staff 
remains  very  stable,  with  the  vast  majority  of  teachers  having  between 
10  and  20  years  of  experience.  This  stability  has  reflected  on  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  school  in  a very  positive  educational  way.  Discipline  among 
adolescents  in  Fairhaven  seems  to  be  definitely  on  the  upswing  the  past 
three  or  four  years  and  parental  and  community  support  has  increased. 
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The  large  percent  of  students  who  take  part  in  activities  and  clubs,  their 
generous  help  in  raising  money  for  school  and  local  charities,  higher 
scores  on  national  tests,  and  a high  percentage  of  honor  roll  students,  all 
indicate  the  high  quality  of  young  people  at  Hastings  Junior  High  School. 

A brief  description  of  the  accomplishments  and  new  objectives  of  some 
or  our  departments  follows: 

1.  Our  instrumental  music  program  has  expanded,  due  to  student 
interest,  where  we  now  have  over  100  students  taking  part.  The  school 
band  has  marched  in  parades  this  year  for  the  first  time  in  many  years. 

2.  During  the  present  school  year,  we  hope  to  add  three  or  four 
computers  through  grant  money.  These  computers  will  be  used  to  pro- 
vide much  needed  enrichment  work  for  our  gifted  students,  supple- 
mentary work  in  our  regular  classes,  as  well  as  remedial  help  in  areas 
such  as  reading.  A large  number  of  staff  members  have  participated  in 
a computer  programming  course  in  order  to  implement  this  program. 

3.  Our  8th  grade  scores  on  the  California  Achievement  Test  have 
improved  greatly  over  the  past  year,  with  students  being  at  or  above 
national  percentiles  in  all  areas. 

4.  We  now  offer  Chapter  I tutorial  help  in  math  as  well  as  reading. 
This  should  benefit  7th  and  8th  grade  students  who  need  extra  help 
in  math. 

5.  We  have  expanded  our  careers  program  by  bringing  in  outside 
speakers  on  various  professions. 

6.  One  major  change  in  curriculum  has  taken  place  in  the  Social 
Studies  Department.  The  Political  Systems  course  in  the  ninth  grade 
has  been  replaced  by  World  History.  This  provides  us  with  a con- 
tinuity in  our  curriculum  beginning  with  Early  American  History  in 
seventh  grade  through  World  History  in  the  ninth  grade. 

7.  We  are  continuing  to  place  emphasis  on  remedial  help  for  stu- 
dents who  do  not  meet  minimum  competency  standards.  This  year,  a 
test  on  listening  skills  will  be  added  to  the  required  test  on  English, 
math,  and  reading  skills. 

8.  In  all  academic  areas,  we  are  continuing  to  update  curriculum,  as 
well  as  individualizing  the  schedules  of  students  to  the  levels  which  will 
best  meet  their  needs. 
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Special  education  services  in  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  continued  to  pro- 
vide a wide-ranging  number  of  services  to  students  in  the  system.  While 
restructuring  of  school  services  was  required  with  the  closing  of  the  Tripp  I 
School,  special  needs  programs  were  restructured  with  reductions  in  per-  ,j 
sonnel.  One  teacher  and  one  aide  were  cut  from  the  budget,  and  all 
supplies  and  textbook  accounts  were  level  funded  from  the  previous  year. 
Increases  in  transportation  and  out-of-system  tuition  accounts  were  the 
only  figures  that  increased  during  the  past  year. 

A total  of  382  students  were  served  in  the  system  during  the  1981-82  1 

school  year,  which  is  down  some  23  students  from  the  previous  year.  i 
This  figure  will  tend  to  rise  slightly  during  forthcoming  years,  but  is  | 

tending  to  level  out  in  the  375  student  range.  Staffing  patterns  will  level  - 
off  during  the  next  few  years  as  staff  reductions  are  at  a point  where  the  ! 
number  of  special  needs  personnel  cannot  be  reduced  further  without 
cutting  out  special  need  program  services. 

As  has  been  the  case  in  previous  years,  the  School  Department  has  j 
tried  to  utilize  Collaborative  services  whenever  possible.  During  the  1981- 
82  school  year,  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Collaborative  provided 
a wide  ranging  number  of  services  to  students  in  the  town.  A comprehen- 
sive pre-school  program  continues  to  provide  help  to  youngsters  who  re- 
quire language  acquisition  assistance,  speech  therapy,  physical  therapy,  j 
counseling  services,  and  a structured  setting  that  will  help  improve  stu- 
dent readiness  for  school.  Student  referrals  to  the  program  are  projected  : 
to  increase  during  1982-83. 

The  Collaborative  also  provides  behavior  management  services,  alter-  ' 
native  pre-vocational  training  services,  and  segregated  secondary  programs  i 
for  students  who  are  having  trouble  adjusting  to  regular  school  programs.  | 
Current  payments  to  the  Collaborative  for  these  services  have  increased 
during  the  past  three  years,  but  the  increases  have  been  paid  with  federal  ? 
grant  funds  which  have  supplemented  the  $89,000  payment  from  the  | 
School  Department.  Future  collaborative  steps  are  being  taken  in  con-  ' 
junction  with  New  Bedford,  Fall  River,  Dartmouth,  Westport,  and  the  j 
Old  Rochester  Regional  School  District  to  reduce  costs  in  low  incidence  i L ^ 
programs  that  may  not  be  able  to  be  supported  in  a fiscally  responsible  ‘ | ‘ 
manner  by  a single  school  system.  | | i 

Two  areas  of  cost  continue  to  plague  special  needs  in  programs  bud-  * j 
gets.  Transportation  costs  and  tuition  payments  create  problems  in  j | 
budget  projections  because  of  the  volitility  of  student  transfers.  A stu-  - 1 ^ 
dent  enrolled  in  a day  program  in  another  town  may  move  to  Fairhaven  1 1 e 
during  the  year  and  because  the  family  now  resides  in  the  Town,  we  are  ^ | 
obligated  to  assume  payments  for  services  even  though  these  payments  > I 
were  not  projected  in  our  budget  deliberations.  i I 
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Fortunately,  we  have  had  minimal  problems  in  this  area  compared  to 
other  towns,  but  the  issue  still  creates  problems  from  time  to  time. 

Ou1>of-district  transportation  is  another  problem  that  creates  difficul- 
ties for  the  system.  Examination  of  transportation  bills  for  special  educa- 
tion during  the  1981-82  school  year  indicated  that  some  $70,321  was 
spent  for  services.  Of  that  amount  some  $16,200  was  spent  to  provide 
transportation  to  six  children  which  averages  to  a cost  of  approximately 
$15.00  per  day  per  child.  In  addition,  we  were  required  to  pay  an  addi- 
tional $20,000  to  transport  a number  of  handicapped  persons  who  are 
over  the  age  of  22.  New  state  regulations  will  eliminate  our  responsibil- 
ity in  the  over  22  age  category  beginning  in  1983. 

We  have  continued  to  utilize  federal  funds  to  supplement  our  special 
education  programs.  Last  year  we  received  $77,285  in  P.L.  94-142  funds 
and  $3,500  in  P.L.  89-313  monies  which  provided  us  with  an  opportunity 
to  continue  the  following  programs: 

— a full-time  psychologist  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  of 
Acushnet; 

— A resource  room  teacher  for  Hastings  Junior  High  School; 

— two  aides,  one  at  Fairhaven  High  School  and  one  at  the 
elementary  level; 

— part  of  the  salary  of  a part-time  speech  therapist; 

— payments  of  Collaborative  tuitions  over  and  above  the  local 
appropriations. 

The  Special  Needs  program  in  Fairhaven  had  provided  direct  services 
to  students  in  a cost  efficient  manner.  The  staff  is  experienced  and  works 
closely  with  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators.  They  have  been  able 
to  maintain  a level  of  consistency  in  program  services  which  has  provided 
needed  support  to  many  students.  The  Town,  in  turn,  has  been  extremely 
supportive  of  their  efforts,  and  we  would  continue  to  expect  that  support 
in  the  future. 

In  the  summary  reports  and  tables  at  the  end  of  the  narrative  is  a sum- 
mary of  special  needs  services  offered  during  the  1981-82  school  year 
entitled  “Special  Needs  Enrollments”. 


SPECIAL  PUPIL  SERVICES 

The  School  Health  Department  staff  continues  to  be  of  great  assistance 
to  the  Special  Needs  division  as  well  as  the  entire  school  system.  The 
elementary  and  secondary  school  nurses  continue  to  be  a part  of  most 
“Core  Evaluation  Teams”  and  have  provided  the  home  visit  section  for 
each  evaluation  done.  They  also  provide  the  medical  part  of  the  Core 
Evaluations  themselves  or  by  means  of  coordination  with  the  School 
Physicians  who  are  under  contract  to  the  Public  Schools. 


The  School  Physicians  give  the  usual  screening  physical  examinations 
to  all  students  in  kindergarten  or  first,  fourth,  seventh,  and  tenth  grades 
or  documentation  on  physical  examinations  is  provided  by  the  family 
physicians.  Every  student  participating  in  the  school  system’s  competi- 
tive athletic  program  are  also  given  physicals  by  the  School  Physicians. 
All  doctor’s  referrals  are  followed  up  as  necessary. 

There  have  been  the  usual  yearly  health  screening  programs.  Four 
immunization  clinics  were  held  each  at  a different  school.  Scoliosis 
screening  was  done  in  grades  five  through  nine  and  any  problem  followed 
up. 

Several  School  Resource  Study  Team  Meetings  were  scheduled  each 
week  and  attended  by  a school  nurse  in  most  instances.  The  home  visit 
sections  of  every  Core  evaluation  were  provided  by  nursing  services. 


The  school  nurses  work  with  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  in  many 
cases  to  evaluate  attendance  problems  and  make  home  visits  where  evalu- 
ations are  needed.  Proper  medical  care  is  often  suggested  to  parents  by 
our  staff,  and  also  length  of  absence  is  evaluated  and  school  work  is  sent 
home  where  necessary.  In  cases  of  home  tutoring,  all  forms  are  followed 
up  and  recovery  is  monitored. 


This  past  year  the  Fairhaven  School  Department  has  initiated  a safety 
committee  which  includes  a school  nurse  at  each  school.  Every  accident 
by  both  employees  and  students  are  reviewed  and  any  cause  determined. 
Then  changes  are  made  where  possible.  Also  this  committee  makes  tours 
of  each  school  to  observe  any  safety  hazards. 


The  school  nurses  have  also  become  part  of  a team  needed  where  child 
abuse  cases  are  suspected.  Also,  health  counseling  has  become  very  much 
a big  part  of  our  school  day.

With  ever 
increasing  limitations  on  the  available  funds,  with  increasing  costs  due  to 
labor  and  material  cost  inflations  there  are  at  least  three  or  four  places 
for  every  dollar  to  go  and  we  must  assign  priorities  for  each  dollar  we 
spend  or  have  available  to  spend. 

We  sincerely  urge  anyone  who  has  suggestions  or  criticisms  to  get  in 
touch  with  us,  and  we  will  certainly  do  all  we  can  to  implement  a course 
of  action  which  we  hope  will  be  fair  and  accepted  by  all  concerned. 

We  sincerely  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  staff  members  and 
faculty.  Town  officials.  Town  department  heads,  and  others  who  have 
contributed  to  the  continued  success  of  our  operation. 

Our  accomplishments  are  enhanced  by  the  cooperation  and  support  of 
other  Town  departments  as  well  as  those  on  the  staff  of  the  Fairhaven 
School  System.  Many  citizens,  as  well,  add  their  time  and  talents  to  the 
dedication  of  our  own  staff  and  for  all  people  who  have  contributed  in 
any  way,  we  are  sincerely  grateful.

SCHOOL  ENTRANCE  - MINIMUM  AGE 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  established  mandatory  age  for 
school  attendance  as  follows: 

Each  child  shall  attend  school  beginning  in  September  of  the  calendar 
year  in  which  he/she  attains  the  age  of  six.  Therefore,  all  children  between 
the  ages  of  five  years  and  nine  months  and  six  years  and  nine  months  on 
September  1st  shall  enroll  in  the  public  schools  or  an  approved  private 
school. 

Children  may  attend  kindergarten  in  September  of  the  calendar  year  in 
which  they  attain  the  age  of  five.  Kindergarten  attendance  is  not  com- 
pulsory. 


COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 

All  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of  five  years  and 
nine  months  and  sixteen  years  of  age.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made 
by  written  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  children  who 
have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have  completed  the  sixth  grade.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  remove  the  present  constitutional 
prohibition  against  the  use  of  public  funds  to  aid  or  maintain  private  primary  or 
secondary  schools. 

It  would  permit  the  Commonwealth,  cities  and  towns  to  make  public  funds  avail- 
able to  pupils  attending  private  primary  and  secondary  schools  in  the  form  of  either 
aid,  materials  or  services  subject,  however,  to  three  specific  limitations.  First,  the 
private  school  could  not  be  one  that  discriminates  on  the  basis  of  race  or  color  in  its 
admission  requirements.  Second,  the  grant  of  aid  must  be  consistent  with  the  First 
Amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution  which  guarantees  the  free  exercise  of 
religion  and  prohibits  the  establishment  of  religion.  Third,  individual  pupils  would 
have  to  request  the  aid,  materials  or  services.  In  addition  to  these  three  specific  limita- 
tions, the  amendment  would  authorize  the  legislature  to  enact  other  laws  imposing 
conditions  or  restrictions  on  the  grant  of  public  aid,  materials  or  services. 

The  proposal  would  also  change  the  state  constitution  to  allow  public  money  to 
be  spent  to  aid  infirmaries,  hospitals,  charitable  or  religious  undertakings  if  they  are 
either  publicly  owned  or  under  the  control  of  public  officials.  The  state  constitution 
now  prohibits  such  spending  unless  these  institutions  are  both  publicly  owned  and 
under  the  control  of  public  officials.

TTie  proposed  law  would  require  that  before  the  construction  or  operation  of  any 
new  nuclear  power  plant  or  low-level  radioactive  waste  storage  or  disposal  facility  in 
the  Commonwealth,  the  legislature  must  make  certain  findings  and  a majority  of 
voters  must  approve  the  new  facility  at  a statewide  election. 

Before  the  question  of  building  a new  nuclear  power  plant  could  be  submitted  to 
the  voters,  the  legislature  would  have  to  find  that  (1)  the  proposed  facility  is  the  best 
means  for  meeting  energy  needs  based  on  certain  economic,  safety,  environmental 
and  social  considerations;  (2)  a federally -licensed  facility  exists  for  the  disposal  of 
the  high-level  radioactive  waste  that  would  be  generated;  (3)  an  approved  emergency 
preparedness  plan  has  been  developed;  (4)  radioactive  pollution  standards  have  been 
promulgated;  and  (5)  a demonstrated,  federally-approved  technology  exists  for  de- 
commissioning the  proposed  power  plant.

SUMMARY 

The  law  requires  that  a refundable  deposit  be  paid  for  certain  beverage  containers 
sold  in  Massachusetts. 

Beverage  containers  of  less  than  32  ounces  must  have  a refund  value  of  at  least 
five  cents  and  larger  containers  a refund  value  of  at  least  ten  cents.  This  requirement 
applies  to  non-biodegradable  containers  of  carbonated  soft  drinks,  mineral  water,  beer 
and  other  malt  beverages,  but  not  to  containers  of  other  alcoholic  beverages,  dairy 
products,  natural  fruit  juices  or  wine.  All  beverage  containers  subject  to  deposit 
must  clearly  indicate  the  refund  value  on  the  container. 

The  deposit  is  paid  by  the  consumer  upon  purchase  and  must  be  refunded  when 
the  consumer  returns  the  empty  container  to  a proper  dealer  or  redemption  center, 
so  long  as  the  container  does  not  contain  any  material  different  from  its  normal  con- 
tents. Dealers  and  distributors  are  also  subject  to  the  same  deposit  and  refund  on  the 
beverage  containers  they  handle,  and  are  also  entitled  to  a handling  fee  of  at  least  one 
cent  per  container. 

No  containers  can  be  sold  in  the  state  if  they  are  joined  together  by  plastic  rings 
or  any  other  device  that  cannot  be  broken  down  by  light  or  bacteria. 

The  law  provides  a bottler  a reduction  in  corporate  excise  tax  of  one-tenth  of  one 
cent  for  each  reusable  beverage  container  which  the  bottler  sells  in  the  first  three 
months  of  1983.  The  law  provides  for  additional  unemployment  benefits  and,  if  the 
Legislature  appropriates  the  funds,  a job  retraining  program  for  employees  of  bottlers, 
canners,  or  manufacturers  of  beverage  containers  who  lose  their  jobs  as  a result  of 
this  law. 

The  law  takes  effect  on  January  17,  1983.

clauses  Twelfth,  Twentieth  and  Twenty-first,  exclusive  of  the  value  of 
the  mortgage  interest  held  by  persons  other  than  the  person  or  persons 
to  be  exempted  in  such  mortgaged  real  estate  as  may  be  included  in  such 
whole  estate  and  exclusive  of  the  first  sixty  thousand  dollars  in  value  of 
real  estate  occupied  by  such  person  as  his  domicile.  No  real  estate  shall  be 
so  exempt  which  the  assessors  shall  adjudge  has  been  conveyed  to  such 
spouse,  person  or  minor  to  evade  taxation.  A spouse,  person  or  minor 
aggrieved  by  any  such  judgement  may  appeal  to  the  county  commissioners 
or  to  the  appellate  tax  board  within  the  time  and  in  such  manner  allowed 
by  Section  sixty-four  or  sixty -five,  as  the  case  may  be.  Any  exemption 
under  this  clause,  to  the  taxable  valuation  of  two  thousand  dollars  or  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  whichever  would  result  in  an 
abatement  of  the  greater  amount  of  actual  taxes  due  may  be  apportioned 
among  the  persons  whose  title  to  the  real  estate  was  acquired  under  the 
provisions  of  section  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety  and  who 
qualify  for  an  exemption  under  this  clause.  This  clause  shall  take  effect 
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upon  its  acceptance  by  any  city  or  town.  In  those  cities  and  towns 
which  accept  the  provisions  of  this  clause,  the  exemption  provided  in 
clause  Seventh  shall  not  be  applicable. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  fiscal  years  com- 
mencing on  or  after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty -one.

Their 
fathers  and  and  their  fathers’  fathers  came  to  this  land  in  search  of  free- 
dom and  opportunity.  Many  of  them  during  the  war  fought  beside  men 
of  other  nations  who  loved  liberty  more  than  life.
